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State Senate passes 
HIT criminal penalties bill

epending on one’s 
1 point of view, the Cal- 
j ifornia Legislature’s 
f passage of a bill that 
creates a new felony 
criminal offense for HIV ex¬ 
posure is either a state-of- 
the-art answer to a modern 
day problem, or an an- 
tedeluvian retro mess that 
will open a legal Pandora’s 
box of injustice and misery. 

Authored by East Bay 
Senator Richard K. Rainey, 

(R-Walnut Creek), SB 705 
makes it a felony to expose 
another person to HIV by 
engaging in unprotected 
sexual activity when the infected person knows at the time 
of the sexual act that he or she has HIV, has not disclosed 
the HIV-positive status, and acts 
with specific intent to infect the 
other person with HIV. 

Proponents of the bill, primar¬ 
ily district attorneys and police of¬ 
ficers, contend that there is no spe¬ 
cific law against intentionally in¬ 
fecting others through unprotect¬ 
ed sex, although current law ad¬ 
dresses blood and organ donation, 
prostitution, and commission of 
sexual crimes while HIV-positive. 

Consequently, prosecutors have been using assault with a 
deadly weapon or attempted murder statutes to prosecute 
such crimes, but lack of access to medical records and other 
evidentiary process has made convictions more difficult. 

Joining the American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) in 
opposing the bill are AIDS Project Los Angeles, Catholic 
Charities of the East Bay, HIV/AIDS in Prison Project, and 
California Attorneys for Criminal Justice. They contend the

aurie McBride, former executive director of the 
Lobby for Individual Freedom and Equality (LIFE), 
is now a senior staff member and liaison to the gay, 
I lesbian, bisexual, and transgender (GLBT) commu- 
I nity from Speaker Antonio Villaraigosa’s office. This 
week McBride provided the Bay Area Reporter with in¬ 
formation and insight about the pending parade of bills, 
initiatives and other issues that affect the lives of people 
in the GLBT community. 

Leading off with bills that would provide equal pro¬ 
tection under the law, AB 1999 - authored by Assembly 
Speaker Pro Tern, Sheila Kuehl (D-Santa Monica) - 
would clarify the definition of gender in hate crimes law 
to make it clear that the law includes gender identity, per¬ 
ceived gender identity, and gender in the hate crimes law. 
A vote is pending in the Senate. 

AB 2156 would extend the filing time for complaints 
under the Labor Code. As authored by Assemblyman 
Fred Keeley, (D-Boulder Creek), it includes sexual ori¬ 
entation employment complaints. The bill passed with

the help of Republican Bruce McPherson, of Santa Cruz 
and Independent Quentin Kopp, of San Francisco, in 
the Senate with a vote of 25-3 and is on Governor Pete 
Wilson’s desk. Wilson has 12 days to sign or veto it. 

Assemblyman Wally Knox, (D-Los Angeles), au¬ 
thored an enhanced hate crime penalty bill, AB 2324, 
which revised the current three-year sentence enhance¬ 
ment in the case of murder because of actual or per- 
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penly lesbian Assem¬ 
bly Speaker Pro Tern 
Sheila Kuehl’s bill AB 
499 limped out of the 
State Senate this 
week, intact in its intent to 
reduce discrimination and 
provide equal opportunity 
in public education - but 
castrated in its attempt to 
extend those “rights” and 
“privileges” to the sexual 
minority communities. 

The legislation by Kuehl 
(D-Santa Monica), consol¬ 
idates and standardizes 
nondiscrimination lan¬ 
guage in the state Educa- 

tion Code, placing all nondiscrimination relating to the K- 
12 grades in one chapter of the Education Code where it is 
retitled for easy access and refer¬ 
ence. Although it does create a 
new section in the Education 
Code for provisions of the Sex 
Equity in Education Act in high¬ 
er education, it does not expand 
or redefine existing nondiscrimi¬ 
nation statutes to include sexual 
minorities. 

“What’s left of this bill is prob¬ 
ably not going to be of much in¬ 
terest to the gay community,” a 
Kuehl staffer admitted as he outlined AB 499’s benefits to 
minority, heterosexual students. 

The legislation helps to contain the cost of discrimina¬ 
tion complaints while strengthening minority students’ 
chances for equal opportunity. It delineates cooling-off pe¬ 
riods and periods of timely filings of grievances and appeals, 
and also provides for a process for pursuit of civil remedies. 

Amendments added in the Senate greatly diminished the 
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C hristopher Arnesen, a New Zealand citi¬ 
zen and permanent U.S. resident who 
has been barred from the U.S. for the 
past four years on the basis of his HIV¬ 
positive status, went before investigators 
for the Immigration and Naturalization Ser¬ 
vice (INS) last week to fight the INS’s claim 
that he had abandoned his U.S. residency. 
Earlier this month, Arnesen returned to his 
adopted home of San Francisco to obtain So¬ 
cial Security disability benefits that he earned

E. Bay gay pride kicks 
off with awards dinner

# eptember is fast approach¬ 
ing, and that means a slew 
of events in the East Bay to 
celebrate gay pride. Starting with 
a pride dinner and awards pro¬ 
gram this Wednesday, September 
2 in Oakland, other activities are 
set to take place throughout the 
month in Vallejo, Hayward, Fre¬ 
mont, and other communities, 
culminating with the second an¬ 
nual Gay Mardi Gras event in 
Oakland Saturday, September 26. 

Last year’s inaugural event 
drew thousands of queers to 
downtown Oakland and the day¬ 
long party surpassed organizer’s 
expectations. This year, Gay 
Mardi Gras takes place the day be¬ 
fore the popular Folsom Street 
Fair in San Francisco, so people 
can attend both events. 

The upcoming awards dinner 
promises to be an entertaining 
event and organizers are hoping 
for an increase in attendees this 
year. Pete King, founder and pres¬ 
ident of East Bay Pride, as the or¬ 
ganization is known, said “a fan¬ 
tastic dinner prepared by chefs 
from leading East Bay restau¬ 
rants,” will be a highlight. Addi¬ 
tionally, seven local, national, and 
international honorees will be pre¬ 
sented beautiful crystal awards for 
outstanding community service. 

Honorees will include: 


Bernard Henderson, for starting 
Oakland Black Lesbian/Gay 
Transgender Pride; the Imperial 
Court, for its role in helping start 
the Gay Mardi Gras; Roberta 
Cooper, mayor of Hayward, for 
joining the East Bay contingent at 
the San Francisco pride parade in 
June; the Oakland Tribune, for be¬ 
coming the first daily newspaper 
in the country to sponsor a pride 
celebration; and Altagracia 
Tamayo Muldueno, for organizing 
AIDS and pride activities in Mex¬ 
icali, Mexico. 

Two lifetime achievement 
awards will be presented. Brenda 
Crawford, president of the East 
Bay Lesbian/Gay Democratic 
Club, will receive the Carole 
Migden Award; and San Francis¬ 
co resident Gilbert Baker, design¬ 
er of the rainbow flag, will receive 
the President’s Award. 

Restaurants taking part in the 
dinner include Bay Wolf, Postino, 
and the Autumn Moon Cafe, King 
said. Tickets are $100 per person, 
or $125 for preferred seating; the 
dinner will be at the Scottish Rite 
Temple, 1547 Lakeside Drive, in 
Oakland. 

The Gay Mardi Gras is being 
sponsored by the East Bay Busi¬ 
ness and Professional Alliance, the 
Oakland Tribune, and Sausa Pro¬ 
ductions, Inc. The Pacific Center 
for Human Growth is the non¬ 
profit sponsor. Tickets are only $5 
in advance or $10 the day of the 


party, King added. Proceeds till 
benefit the Pacific Center and 
other East Bay organizations. Ad¬ 
vance tickets will go on sale Labor 
Day weekend at clubs and busi¬ 
nesses throughout the East Bay. 
Gay Mardi Gras will take place in 
downtown Oakland, near 12th 
Street and Broadway. It is easily 
accessible by BART. 

“Volunteers are needed for a 
variety of things at the Gay Mardi 
Gras and other East Bay pride 
events,” said King.

need to be prompt. Gay Life on¬ 
line chats are held the first 
Wednesday of the month from 
7:30 to 8:30 p.m. October’s topic 
will be “I Need a Man!” and No¬ 
vember’s topic will be “Sex and 
Spirituality.”

The following Wednesday, 
September 9, the organization’s 
board of directors will hold an 


open forum to get input from the 
community on HIV treatment 
and related services.

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Hepatitis C activists 
stonewalled

f ensions between hepatitis C 
(HCV) activists and Scher- 

H ing-Plough Pharmaceuti¬ 
cals, the company that distributes 
a treatment for the disease, esca¬ 
lated at a Bay Area panel discus¬ 
sion on Monday, August 24. 

The panel was part of the Sec¬ 
ond International HCV Confer¬ 
ence, presented at the Oakland 
Marriott by the HCV Global 
Foundation. Schering sponsored 
the panel to discuss research and 
treatment related to Rebetol (rib¬ 
avirin), recently accepted by the 
federal Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration (FDA) for priority review 
status for combination therapy in 
the treatment of chronic hepatitis 
C in treatment-naive patients 

Ribavirin is available for sale 
only in combination with Scher- 
ing’s brand of interferon. Interfer¬ 
on is manufactured by several dif¬ 
ferent companies, was previously 
the only drug available for treaty 
ment. Hepatitis activists say other 
brands are more effective for 
some patients, but Schering’s 
“bundling” policy prevents their 
doctors from using those versions 
of the drug. 

At the session, advocates with 
the Hepatitis C Action & Advoca¬ 
cy Coalition (HAAC) were unable 
to get Schering representatives to 
respond to their concerns over the 
company’s handling of the drug’s 
distribution. 

According to press materials 
from HAAC, “Members of HAAC 
were joined by ACT UP/Golden 
Gate at the second International 
HCV Conference ... to voice their 
disapproval over Schering’s pric¬ 
ing, bundling, and marketing of 
[ribavirin]. A small but vocal 
group hammered Schering pan¬ 
elists with questions about the 
combination therapy pricing and 
practices.” 

When asked why advocates’ 
questions were not answered at 
the session, Bob Consalvo, man¬ 
ager of media relations for Scher¬ 
ing, said, “I’m not sure the people 
at the session were the appropri¬ 
ate people to respond to those 
questions.” 

“I think that they are terrified 
of the truth that they were 
wrong,” said Brian Klein, a HAAC

member, when asked why compa¬ 
ny representatives might have 
avoided the session. 

Advocates report that Schering 
executives avoided their own ses¬ 
sion, and that five to eight private 
and hotel security personnel were 
present, possibly based on rumors 
that had been circulating at the 
conference that day regarding dis¬ 
ruptions of the session. 

“Rumors were flying. We had 
heard that there would be pickets, 
we heard there would be protest¬ 
ers,” said Rose Christensen, a 
HAAC member, about the confer¬ 
ence atmosphere of paranoia over 
possible actions by the advocates. 

Regarding the presence of se¬ 
curity, Consalvo said, “as a matter 
of policy [Schering] does not 
comment on security matters.” 

As reported in the August 20 
edition of the Bay Area Reporter, 
HAAC sent a letter on August 13 
to Schering-Plough President 
Raul E. Cesan, asking for a meet¬ 
ing with company representatives 
and demanding that ribavirin be 
unbundled; that an expanded 
drug access be enacted for those 
who cannot afford it; and that the 
price be brought down dramati¬ 
cally. 

Consalvo restated that compa¬ 
ny representatives are reviewing 
the letter from HAAC. 

According to a company press 
release, Schering-Plough has ex¬ 
clusive rights to market oral rib¬ 
avirin for hepatitis C in all major

|| errill Lynch is bullish on 
§ domestic partner bene- 
fits. The giant financial 
services firm has confirmed that 
beginning in January, domestic 
partner benefits will be offered to 
its eligible employees. The move 
comes at a time when companies 
are increasingly realizing that of¬ 
fering domestic partner benefits 
makes good business sense. 

The company, which has of¬ 
fices throughout the Bay Area, 
made the decision “within the last 
six weeks,” said corporate spokes¬ 
woman Bobbie Collins on 
Wednesday, August 26. The rea¬ 
son? “To meet the different needs 
of our employees.” 

“We are also committed to 


making Merrill Lynch the best 
place to work,” Collins told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

Richard Schober, one of the 
few openly gay Merrill Lynch em¬ 
ployees in San Francisco, told the 
B.A.R. that he’s very pleased with 
the announcement and had a 
small part in helping the company 
make its decision. 

“For me, it’s one of the proud¬ 
est days as a gay financial consul¬ 
tant I’ve had,” said Schober, an as¬ 
sistant vice president and senior 
financial consultant who’s been 
with the company for about 10 
years. “I’m delighted to see the 
leadership my company took.” 

Merrill Lynch Chief Executive 
Officer David Komansky appar¬ 
ently made the decision several 
weeks ago. It is not the company’s 
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world markets through a licensing 
agreement with the manufactur¬ 
er, ICN Pharmaceuticals, Inc. of 
Costa Mesa, California. 

HAAC members will be meet¬ 
ing in the next few days to deter¬ 
mine possible next steps. Advo¬ 
cates indicated in their August 13 
letter that they expect a response 
from Schering by August 31. V

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Leno requests law 
protecting rights of 
lesbian, gay parents

: «l|: Mark Leno has asked City 
Attorney Louise Rennes of¬ 
fice to draft legislation that would 
protect the rights of lesbian and 
gay parents. Leno made his re¬ 
quest at the Board of Supervisors 
meeting on August 17 after con¬ 
ferring on the issue with the 
group Children of Lesbians and 
Gays Everywhere (COLAGE). He 
said he expects to have some kind 
of draft legislation next month; 
the matter would then be for¬ 
warded on to a board committee. 

COLAGE is an advocacy group 
that works primarily to help chil¬ 
dren of queer parents. “We’re like 
the children’s PFLAG [Parents 
and Friends of Lesbians And 
Gays],” COLAGE Director Felicia 
Park-Rogers told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

Leno believes the legislation is 
necessary to secure San Francisco 
lesbian and gay parents from re¬ 
cent attempts to erode all rights of 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender (LGBT) people. “Never 
before has the LGBT community 
faced such a calculated, coordi¬ 
nated campaign of lies by anti-gay 
and anti-lesbian right wing ex¬ 
tremists,” Leno said. “They are at¬ 
tacking us in the mainstream 
mass media, in the U.S. Congress, 
in statehouses across the country,

and in the courts.” 

With his forthcoming propos¬ 
al, Leno hopes to address several 
issues of concern to lesbian and 
gay parents. Currently, a gay or 
lesbian person who has raised a 
child with a partner, but is not the 
biological parent of the child, has 
no legal rights with respect to is¬ 
sues of custody. Additionally, 
Leno hopes the legislation can en¬ 
sure that a gay or lesbian parent 
who is the biological parent be 
given fair treatment with respect 
to custody and visitation in the 
instance of divorce. 

Leno pointed out that recent 
court decisions by the North Car¬ 
olina Supreme Court and other 
states have ignored the longstand¬ 
ing principle of “best interests of 
the child,” in favor of a presump¬ 


tion that a gay or lesbian parent is 
unfit without regard to the child’s 
needs. Other concerns include 
health insurance for dependent 
children who have a non-biologi- 
cal gay or lesbian parent; inheri¬ 
tance rights of non-biological les¬ 
bian or gay parents; and the abili¬ 
ty for lesbians and gays to serve as 
foster parents. 

Park-Rogers told the B.A.R. 
that she talked with Leno about 
his proposal after meeting with 
U.S. Senator Barbara Boxer a few 
months ago, and she is hopeful 
about its future. On a local level, 
she said she would like to see 
something to address adoption 
and foster care, custody, and other 
issues. “Something I’d like to see 
is a families nondiscrimination 
act,” she added. 

Leno tempered his enthusiasm 
for protecting the rights of lesbian 
and gay parents with a dose of 
legal reality. “I realize that many of 
these issues are perhaps preempt¬ 
ed by state and federal law,” said 
Leno. “That is why I am hoping 
the city attorney can clarify how 
San Francisco can amend its laws 
to guarantee - to the fullest extent 
possible - that gay and lesbian 
parents receive a fair shake with 
respect to the children that they 
raise.” ▼

Puckett offered plea bargain

P rosecutors are offering Josh 
Puckett, 18, a plea bargain 
m that could allow him to 
walk free by the time he’s 28. The 
Bay Area Reporter has learned the 
terms of the latest and likely final 
offer which have not been made 
public. In exchange for pleas on 
both the homicide and burglary 
charges against him, Puckett is 
being offered a sentence of 13 
years and eight months, with the 
stipulation that he serve 85 per¬ 
cent of that time before becoming 
eligible for parole. Puckett’s al¬ 
ready served nearly a year in jail. 

The fledgling model confessed 
to beating 29-year-old Vitaly Po¬ 
liakov to death with a cider bottle 
in a house in the upscale East Bay 
city of Orinda over Labor Day 


weekend, but says he did it to 
fend off a sexual assault. August 
31 marks the one-year anniver¬ 
sary of the killing. Puckett’s first 
trial ended with a mistrial in 
June. 

The plea offer appears to be a 
very good deal for Puckett. Since 
he already has a strike for a previ¬ 
ous armed robbery conviction, he 
could get up to a 27-year sentence 
on a manslaughter conviction 
alone. 

Puckett’s attorney, Mark Liss, 
was expected to give his response 
to the offer during a hearing on 
August 21 in Contra Costa Coun¬ 
ty Superior Court. Puckett was in 
attendance during the proceeding 
and appeared angry after no re¬ 
sponse to the offer was given. He 
engaged Liss in an animated off 
the record discussion at the de¬ 
fense table before the hearing was 


adjourned. 

Liss could be delaying his re¬ 
sponse to the offer hoping the 
prosecution might make him a 
better deal, or he may be prepar¬ 
ing another motion to have the 
murder charges dismissed on the 
grounds of his assertion that the 
prosecution intentionally caused 
a mistrial. Although it’s unlikely a 
judge would dismiss the case, Liss 
may file the motion anyway to lay 
a foundation for a future appeal. 

If Puckett wants to plea bar¬ 
gain his case, Liss’s strategy could 
backfire. If he files a motion to 
dismiss the case or further delays 
acceptance of the offer, the pros¬ 
ecution could take the deal off the 
table altogether and take Puckett 
to trial. If no plea agreement is 
reached, Puckett’s second murder 
trial is scheduled to start Septem¬ 
ber 14. ▼

Gay man gets $45K 
in City College HIV 
discrimination suit

% he San Francisco Communi¬ 
ty College District agreed 
II this month to pay a gay man 
$45,000 to settle his claim of HIV 
discrimination. Carlos A. Costa, 
who’s living with HIV, filed a law¬ 
suit in San Francisco Superior 
Court against the district last Oc¬ 
tober claiming he lost his job as a 
library technical assistant at City 
College after he innocently 
thanked his supervisor for letting 
him have time off when he was 
sick or had a medical appoint¬ 
ment. 

In a statement from City Col¬ 
lege, spokesman Ron Lee said Au¬ 
gust 18 that “while the college dis¬ 
trict believes that members of the 
district’s staff took all of the steps 
which they deemed appropriate 
and lawful, the district under¬ 
stands that in any circumstance 
there are matters of interpreta¬ 
tion” 

Attorney Geoffrey Kors, with 
the Law Offices of Paul Wotman, 
told the Bay Area Reporter that 
Costa is “really pleased” with the 
settlement. Because of a confiden¬ 
tiality agreement, Kors could not 
elaborate. 

Costa, a permanent civil ser¬ 
vice employee who was a city em¬ 
ployee for 12 years, had received a 
promotion to the library techni¬ 
cal assistant position at City Col¬ 
lege in May 1996, according to the 
original complaint. In September 
1996, Costa was given a formal 
performance evaluation by his 
immediate supervisor, Annie 
McMillan Young, which stated 
that Costa was competent and ef¬ 
fective. At a later meeting, Young 
praised Costa’s work and Costa 
thanked Young and Library and 
Learning Resources Dean Rita 
Jones for accommodating his re¬ 
quests to leave. 

However, according to the 
complaint, when Costa said he 
had received leave because of 
complications related to his HIV 
illness, Jones turned extremely 
hostile and told Costa that she 
would not carry him on the pay¬ 
roll - and then ordered Young to 
change Costa’s evaluation to “un¬ 
acceptable” so he could be fired. 

Last year Kors said it was “ab¬ 
horrent,” that a dean would order 
a review changed after an em¬ 
ployee said he had HIV. Copies of 
the performance appraisal reports 
for Costa obtained by the Bay 
Area Reporter show in fact, the 
first report was marked “compe¬ 
tent and effective,” in every ap¬ 
plicable category, while the sec¬ 
ond report was marked “develop¬ 
ment needed” or “unacceptable” 
for many categories, and the 
“competent and effective” catego¬ 
ry was marked only three times. 

An appraisal from when Costa 
worked at the San Francisco Pub¬ 
lic Library also showed he was 
given high marks while at that 
job. 

In June, Kors said that City 
College was unwilling to enter 
into negotiations, but the college 
district changed its position after 
additional meetings and deposi¬ 
tions. 

Lee said the settlement of the 
lawsuit “allows all of the parties to 
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Barebackwards thinking 


T his week a prominent member of the 
leather community suggested the Bay 
Area Reporter was “ignoring” the issue 
of bareback sex in the community, surpris¬ 
ing the heck out of us. A quick*check of the 
computer files showed that we’ve been cov¬ 
ering the issue since the term was created to 
describe unprotected anal sex, most recent¬ 
ly with a story and editorial urging people 
to attend the Stop AIDS Project’s forum on 
the subject two weeks ago. 

We were doubly surprised to discover 
that the pulchritudinous fellow who thinks 
the issue deserves more space is in favor of 
barebacking sex. His objective, presumably, 
is to keep discussing barebacking until it be¬ 
comes no longer shocking to hear about, or 
to suggest, or to do. 

Around the same time, we heard from 
the author of the guest editorial printed 
below, who also believes barebacking is a 
choice that deserves the same respect as any 
other personal decision. 

Maybe the subject does demand more at¬ 
tention, so here are some things to consider. 

As we reported on the front page last 
week, a judge in California has already ruled 
against a man accused of having unprotect¬ 
ed sex with a partner. In that case, the guy 
who had the virus (the defendant) was the 
one who had gotten plowed; also in that 
case, the guy who did the plowing (the 
plaintiff) did not become infected with HIV. 
Nevertheless, the judge awarded $25,000 to 
him, based partly on the possibility of a viral 
transmission. 

That ruling established a precedent in 
California that should be of concern to every 
person with HIV: bareback sex is no longer 
just a matter of personal responsibility, or 
conscience, or whatever else has been at play 
in the past. Now it’s a financial decision. 

Who really has $25,000 to spend on a 
sexcapade? 

This week’s front page has a different 
reason to think twice about bareback sex. 
Governor Pete Wilson has been given a bill, 
passed by both state houses, that criminal¬ 
izes the activity. The bill isn’t as draconian 
as it was when first introduced, thanks es¬ 
pecially to the efforts of San Francisco’s own 
Carole Migden, but it could still send people 
with HIV to prison if Wilson signs it. 

And he will. 

We have a lot of sympathy for the people 
who want to take the condoms off and re¬ 
join the party that the virus interrupted 
nearly two decades ago. We are especially 
sympathetic toward those who are HIV-pos¬ 


itive with HIV-positive partners: the gov¬ 
ernment should have conducted a lot more 
‘information about HIV reinfection by now, 
and by not doing the research the scientific 
community leaves itself vulnerable to 
charges of homophobia and sex-negativity,* 
but until that research is done we 
think it’s best to avoid the possibili¬ 
ty of being exposed to a more vir¬ 
ulent strain. The news that some , 

HIV floating around 6ut there is 
completely impervious to current 
drugs makes it more important 
than ever for seropositive people who 
are responding well to current medica¬ 
tions to avoid jeopardizing 
their treatment or themselves. 

So as much as we may iden¬ 
tify with the longings of all 
those men hungering for the feel of skin rub¬ 
bing against skin, we urge people to wait a 
little longer before giving into the temptation 
of barebacking. We may see a breakthrough 
in the next few years that can accomplish 
what no current drugs can do: eliminate the 
scourge entirely - and when that comes, 
we’re as anxious as anyone else for the orgy of 
relief that will inevitably follow. 

Until then, it’s important to acknowl¬ 
edge that (in addition to the financial and 


legal implications already mentioned) there 
is a huge medical bill that is associated with 
an HIV infection. Most people do not have 
to cough up the full cost themselves any 
longer (few, in fact, would be financially 
able to do so) so they depend upon society 
to foot the bill. That’s fine, but if people take 
that financial underwriting into con¬ 
sideration as they decide whether to 
take the risk, we think that’s shitty. 

Yes, we know it’s politically unpop¬ 
ular, but it’s the truth. And it’s not as 
though we’re the only people who feel 
that way. We suspect if the HIV sero¬ 
conversion rate starts exploding 
again (not that it’s ever deflated 
sufficiently), legislators who 
control AIDS funding are going 
to make things more difficult 
and expensive for anyone with an infection. 

We hope some readers will consider 
what we say, and what the author below has 
to say, as they participate in barebacking fo¬ 
rums. Another one is coming up, for those 
who have Internet access, courtesy of the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation (see page 
two for infor). In any case, it’s an issue of 
our time, and one that deserves to be 
thought about until thevirus is contained. 
Let’s hope that day comes soon. ▼ 
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Response and responsibility

J ust as the gay men’s movement was 
beginning to take shape, a ugly new 
virus was also taking shape. AIDS 
changed all of us within our community. 
We lost the right to just fuck, and soon 
learned that by just making love to each 
other, sharing ourselves completely, we 
were putting our lives on the line. 

I remember a time when having sex 
without a condom was part of my sexual 
identity: a part of who I was, a man who 
made love with other men. It wasn’t called 
“barebacking,” or “The Wild Thing” (as it 
was called in the Stop AIDS Project’s recent 
forum); it was just called man-to-man sex, 
skin-to-skin, all natural, sharing one’s body 
completely with that man you’re making 
love to. 

Feeling complete with another person is 
what it boils down to - a need of all peo¬ 
ple, whether gay, lesbian, or straight. Feel¬ 
ing complete and whole is something that 
our community has been missing for years. 

Taking the responsibility of our own 
bodies and sex lives is what we as gay men 
have come to terms with recently. Now we 
realize that by having sex with other con¬ 
sensual partners we are taking responsibil¬ 
ity for our own bodies: taking responsibil¬ 
ity for our dicks, our asses, or any other 
part of the body that gives pleasure to an¬ 
other individual. 


Whether to use a condom or not? The 
question is as basic as you can get, but it is 
still each individual’s choice whether a con¬ 
dom will be used or not used in having sex. 

It is an issue that should kept within in 
the individual’s right to privacy. It is no 
one’s goddamn business. 

Gay men who have consensual sex have 
negotiated with their partners before¬ 
hand as to what limits will be 
reached in their sexual complete¬ 
ness or fulfillment. That’s why we 
call it consensual: the term means 
both people agree to such action. 
Therefore, it is the responsibility of 
both individuals to determine 
their own harm reduction. 

If one partner disagrees 
with the other on how 
their sexual encounter is 
to be played out, we all 
know what the word “No” means. And that 
“No” means “no” and “Yes” means “yes.” 

Sex is a risk, period, both physical and 
emotional. That’s true whether it is casual 
or committed between any group of peo¬ 
ple. Every day, life is full of risk. Let us as a 
gay community not make judgments about 
others in our community and the choices 
they make with their own sex life. 

Maybe now that we have treatments, 
therapies, and a little light at the end of this 
tunnel we call AIDS, some gay men feel it is 
time to feel whole again in their sex lives. 
Or maybe we are just tired of the people 


telling us how to fuck and who to fuck. 
These are the same people who know bet¬ 
ter then us, in making our own decisions 
when it comes to our sex life. They’re the 
same people who closed the bathhouses in 
San Francisco, the same people who think 
gay men cannot be trusted around other 
men in taking responsibility for our own 
sex lives. 

I have no doubt that some people (some 
within our own community) would con¬ 
tinue to try to de-sex our sex lives 
as gay men, even if science came 
"* up with a cure for HIV. If AIDS 
were a disease easily treated by 
going to the doctor and getting 
a shot, like other sexually 
transmitted diseases 
(STD), we would still 
have an epidemic of ho¬ 
mophobic people who 
would still fight against our right to make 
love with each other. 

But because people have free will in a 
Democratic society and will do basically 
what they want to do, it will always be up 
to each person to decide whether sex feels 
better with or without a condom, no mat¬ 
ter how much information they have on 
harm and risk reduction. ▼

Cocktails anyone? 

Re: David Pasquarelli’s August 20 guest editorial 
“A different view of declining deaths,” I am in no po¬ 
sition to comment on the source or accuracy of his 
statistics. I can only speak personally for myself and 
for many friends and acquaintances who share a pos¬ 
itive HIV status and the use of AIDS medications, in¬ 
cluding protease inhibitors. 

Many of us were in pretty bad shape before we 
went on the “cocktails.” Some us were, literally, on 
deathbeds. Soon after these treatments, many started 
returning to jobs we reluctantly had left. We have ac¬ 
tive, full lives, free of fatigue, illnesses, and the psy¬ 
chological devastation of imminent, inevitable, 
painful deaths. Just a coincidence of timing? I don’t 
think so. 

For the vast majority who have managed to follow 
the protocol (and it’s nofall that difficult, really, once 
you get into the habit), the positive results are there. 
For those with drug habits and/or living marginal 
lives, or unable or unwilling to use them as directed, 
of course the progress will be far less san¬ 
guine. 

As far as “wicked” side effects are con¬ 
cerned, a little fat around the middle 
(“protease paunch”) experienced by 
some of us is a small price to pay for a full, 
active life. Besides, at 53, “I’m entitled!” 

Perhaps the “queers on the street” that 
Mr. Pasquarelli has been talking to are 
not truly representative of the situation. 

For a large number of us, the AIDS med¬ 
icines in conjunction with a healthy lifestyle - sound 
nutrition, including dietary supplements, plenty of 
rest, vigorous exercise, activity, lots of water, perhaps 
a solid support system and a positive mental attitude 
- seem to be working pretty well. 

As for his position that HIV does not cause AIDS, 
time may prove that Dr. Peter Duesberg, the most vo¬ 
ciferous proponent of that theory, is right. In the 
meantime, until they no longer work for me, or until 
better, more effective drugs come along (dare I hope 
for ... a cure?!) a substantial number of us out here 
are sticking with our meds.

Convenience or ignorance? 

David Pasquarelli’s diatribe against protease in¬ 
hibitors presents some interesting statistics about the 
epidemiology of HIV infection. However, his posi¬ 
tions that HIV and AIDS are not related and that peo¬ 
ple should not take antiretroviral medications have 
no support from the very data he presents. 

An even cursory examination of his argument 
shows that Mr. Pasquarelli conveniently (or perhaps 
ignorantly) confuses the following basic scientific 
principles and data. 

1) Incidence (the number of new cases in a given 
year) is different than prevalence (the total number 
of cases in the population at any given time); 

2) There is a lag time between seroconversion and 
development of AIDS; 

3) People were taking at least partially effective an¬ 
tiretroviral combinations prior to the release of pro¬ 
tease inhibitors; 

4) The decrease in AIDS deaths is in part due to 
better understanding and management of oppor¬ 
tunistic infections; 

5) Differences in the facility and routes of trans¬ 
mission of HIV aqd other STDs easily explain the dif¬ 
ference in their rates of infection. 

I agree with Mr. Pasquarelli’s statement that “HIV 
has not behaved like any other sexually transmissible 
contagious virus.” No duh! The redundancy in the 
phrase (“sexually transmissible” and “contagious”) 
speaks eloquently to the lack of scientific basis and 
circular reasoning of Mr. Pasquarelli’s “opinion.” 

I hope that people who are considering combina¬ 
tion antiretroviral therapy will not confuse educated 
positions based on scientific data with opinions that 
rely on specious arguments and militancy to appear 
valid. Perhaps Mr. Pasquarelli needs to find a more 
effective way of venting whatever rage and dissatis¬ 
faction seem to be plaguing his troubled mind.

Public education needed

Szabo’s getting rich off our sweat - and 
tears. Gold’s Gym: Not worth its weight in muscle, 
much less gold.

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Democrats fear worst

Democratic female voters in 
particular, a vital part of the party 
base, could be so annoyed that 
they won’t bother to vote. Repub¬ 
lican strategists know this only 
too well and will drive hard to get 
their voters to the polls. Who suf¬ 
fers? People like Senator Barbara 
Boxer, who is already thought to 
be in a very tight race. 

And although a 
reader sent a note to 
say he thinks the Re¬ 
publicans won’t be 
happy until Clinton 
resigns, I think he’s 
wrong, and that is 
probably the last thing 
the GOP really 
wants. The 
ideal situation 
for them is to 
keep this crip¬ 
pled president in office so they 
can humiliate the hell out of him 
(not that he doesn’t do a good 
enough job of that himself) until 
the next presidential election. 
Should Clinton do the honorable 
thing and resign, handing the 
presidency over to Al Gore, the 
Republicans would be in big trou¬ 
ble, since Gore, as an incumbent, 
would likely rally the country be¬ 
hind him and be a big favorite 
(and would very likely win a full 
term on his own in 2000). 

Will Bill Clinton resign? Not a 
chance. First, the guy hasn’t the 
decency to do so, and secondly, 
Hillary Rodham Clinton, prob¬ 
ably thinking that it would be ca¬ 
pitulating to the “vast right wing 
conspiracy,” wouldn’t hear of it. 
After all, Hillary is every bit as 
ambitious as is Bubba and as he 
goes, so goes she. No, the nation¬ 
al Republicans don’t want to drive 
Bill Clinton from office (short of 
an impeachment) - they’ve got 
the sorry, slimy dude right where 
they want him.

A new Charlton Research poll 
shows the Barbara Boxer - Matt 
Fong U.S. Senate race virtually 
tied, with Boxer polling 43 per¬ 
cent vs. 42 percent for Fong, and 
that’s not good news for incum¬ 
bent Boxer; the same poll shows 
the state attorney general race be¬ 
tween Bill Lockyer (D) and the 


ultraconservative Dave Stirling 
(R) tied at 22 percent each - with 
a whopping 55 percent still unde¬ 
cided. Incidentally, the Boxer- 
Fong debate from San Francisco, 
sponsored by KRON-TV and the 
S.F. Chronicle, will be October 12. 

Speaking of debates, if (as 
some said) Dan Lungren won the 
first gubernatorial debate a few 
weeks ago, it was Gray Davis the 
clear winner - as I saw it, anyway 
- during the second of five de¬ 
bates, last week. In that debate at 
California State University, Fres¬ 
no, in the heart of the state’s agri¬ 
culturally rich Central Valley, 
Davis was far more aggressive 
than in the first debate. He at¬ 
tacked Lungren, attacked the 
rigidly pro-life Republican time 
and again for his stand on abor¬ 
tion, and compared him to House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich. The two 
traded political punches big time 
and both came off prepared, al¬ 
though Lungren’s handlers were 
troubled again that their candi¬ 
date perspired profusely (as he 
did in the first televised debate), 
looking as though the Democrat¬ 
ic nominee had him on the ropes 
probably more than was actually 
the case. These guys might make 
this an exciting campaign yet be¬ 
fore the November 3 election gets 
here. 

Clint Reilly, who says he will 
definitely run for mayor of San 
Francisco next year if outgoing 
state Senator Quentin Kopp 
doesn’t run (he won’t), has been 
meeting with a number of gay and 
lesbian political activists lately. 

The Harvey Milk Demo Club 
has endorsed Tom Ammiano, 
Mark Leno, Victor Marquez, 
Frederick Hobson, and Denise 
D’Anne for supervisor in the No¬ 
vember election. 

There’s a special state Senate 
election in the East Bay’s 9th Dis¬ 
trict on Tuesday September 1, 
•with Assemblyman Don Perata 
(D-Alameda) the likely winner; 
fewer than 20 percent of the dis¬ 
trict’s voters are expected to cast 
ballots. 

“Quote of The Week”— From 
Representative Barney Frank 
(D-Massachusetts), the openly 
gay member of the House Judicia¬ 
ry Committee, who along with his 
sister, White House Communica¬ 
tions Director Ann Lewis, has 
been among President Clinton’s 
more outspoken defenders: “Cer¬ 
tainly, I am very disappointed that 
the president lied to me and to 
other loyal supporters; if Bill Clin¬ 
ton were a candidate for re-elec¬ 
tion, this would be a real problem 
for him. Thanks to the 22nd 
Amendment, he’s not.”

part, however, there’s been a shift 
in behavior that’s made the audi¬ 
ences less mellow and focused on 
getting deep into the music.

And gays came from Uranus

This week in gay history: In Mu¬ 
nich, Germany, Karl Heinrich Ul- 
richs becomes the first person in 
the world to publicly proclaim the 
need for homosexual rights, Au¬ 
gust 29,1867. 


' p he currently popular idea 
that homosexuality is innate 
and that gay people are 
therefore entitled to full civil 
rights didn’t get its start with 
today’s search for a “gay gene.” 
More than 130 years ago, Karl 
Heinrich Ulrichs, a German 
lawyer and journalist, began ex¬ 
ploring the reasons why he him¬ 
self had felt “different” since child¬ 
hood. Ulrichs postulated a bio¬ 
logical theory of homosexuality 
and devised a system of classify¬ 
ing individuals who had previ¬ 
ously been labeled “sodomites” or 
“pederasts.” 

Born near Kirchdorf, Germany 
in 1825, Ulrichs knew he was dif¬ 
ferent from other boys at a young 
age, when he experienced ridicule 
from his classmates for his effem¬ 
inacy. He fell in love for the first 
time at age 10, with a fellow stu¬ 
dent at the local boys’ school. As a 
teenager, Ulrichs began writing 
secret love poems to other boys, 
and he continued to compose 
passionate poetry for men 
'hroughout his life. His first gay 
sexual experience seems to have 
occurred when he was 25. 

Trained as a lawyer, Ulrichs 
worked for a number of years as 
an assistant city attorney in 
Hanover. An “incident” in 1854, 
which he never elaborated on but 
was probably related to his ho¬ 
mosexuality, made him leave 
public service and take up jour¬ 
nalism. Ulrichs wrote widely on 
topics such as law, politics, and 
language. 

Privately, Ulrichs intellectual- 
ized his own experience of “dif¬ 
ference” for many years. Then, 
the 1862 arrest on a morals 
charge of a prominent lawyer 
named Schweitzer outraged Ul¬ 
richs and spurred him to put his 
thoughts into a letter to his sister 
and other family members - 
probably the first coming out let¬ 
ter in history. 

Ulrichs told his family about 
his “feminine spirit”; they en¬ 
couraged him to try to change. 
He also outlined for them the sys¬ 
tem of sexual classification that 
he had formulated from both an¬ 
cient mythology and the new sci¬ 
ence of embryology. According to 
Ulrichs, human embryos had a 
common “germ” of sexuality; 
they were physically the same 
until the 12th week of develop¬ 
ment. At that time, the genitals of 
some changed and became male, 
while others stayed the same and 
were female. A number of those

who became physically male, 
however, remained female in 
spirit. These individuals were 
“Urnings” or “Uranians.” Ulrichs 
saw them as the spiritual descen¬ 
dants of the Greek goddess 
Aphrodite, daughter of Uranus. 
Those who were “truly 
male,” both physically and 
spiritually, Ulrichs called 
“Dionings” - the descen¬ 
dants of a second 
Aphrodite, the child of 
Zeus and Dione. In this 
rather crude way, Ul¬ 
richs created the cat¬ 
egories of “homosex¬ 
ual” and “heterosex¬ 
ual,” though he used 
different terms for them. 

Over the next few years, Ul¬ 
richs elaborated on his system in a 
series of self-published pamphlets 
collectively titled “Researches on 
the Riddle of Love Between Men.” 
The first five appeared under the 
pseudonym, Numa Numantius, 
but the remaining pamphlets bore 
his own name. 


Although he eventually de¬ 
vised a name for lesbians 
(“Urningin”), Ulrichs was pri¬ 
marily concerned with finding an 
explanation for male (i.e., his 
own) same-sex desires. As he 
wrote to his family, “To justify 
myself, and to do it com¬ 
pletely, is now nothing less 
than my life’s work.” 

Since Urnings were 
born, not made, Ulrichs 
considered it cruel and 
unfair to prosecute them. 
He submitted a reso¬ 
lution to the Con¬ 
gress of German Ju¬ 
rists in the hope of 
changing existing 
laws against Urnings. But the 
Congress never responded, and 
Ulrichs raised money from fellow 
Urnings to attend the jurists’ an¬ 
nual conference in Munich and 
present his statement. On August 
29, 1867, in front of 500 lawyers, 
Ulrichs called for equality under 
the law for Urnings. His statement 
met with cries of “Stop! Stop!” 


until the commotion forced him 
to step down from the podium 
before finishing. Since his interest 
in Urnings was deemed a sure 
sign that he was one himself, Ul- 
richs’s speech was both a historic 
coming out and the first public 
endorsement of homosexual 
rights. 

Ulrichs’s writings brought him 
into contact with many other 
Urnings, and he expressed his in¬ 
tention to form an “Urning 
union.” But the plan fell through 
when he became disillusioned 
about legal reform in Germany 
and emigrated to Italy in 1870. 
His ideas, however, had enormous 
influence on others and fostered 
the development of a range of sci¬ 
entific theories about and names 
for those with same-sex desires. In 
May 1868, Karoly Maria Kertbe- 
ny, a doctor, coined the terms “ho¬ 
mosexual” and “heterosexual.” In 
two pamphlets published the fol¬ 
lowing year, Kertbeny, who was 
heterosexual, supported Ulrichs’s 
position that the state should not 


meddle in consensual sexual be¬ 
havior. 

Sadly and ironically, Ulrichs’s 
ideas were misused by other sci¬ 
entists. In 1886, neurologist 
Richard von Krafft-Ebing, to 
whom Ulrichs had sent his pam¬ 
phlets in hope of finding a sup¬ 
porter, published his theory of 
homosexual psychopathy - that 
homosexuals were born mentally 
ill but could be “cured.” This idea 
persisted in psychiatry until 25 
years ago and is still believed by 
some religious conservatives. 

On a brighter note, Ulrichs’s 
writings also sparked the gay 
rights movement in Germany. In 
1897, two years after Ulrichs’s 
death, Magnus Hirschfeld, who 
had read Ulrichs’s work, founded 
the first gay rights organization in 
the world. The following year, he 
published a collection of Ulrichs’s 
pamphlets. Ulrichs’s revolution¬ 
ary idea that “there is no such 
thing as an unnatural love” lives 
on today in the modern gay rights 
movement. ▼

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AP still labeling people 
with AIDS as ‘victims’

feel devastated. From the straight 
spouse’s point of view, we’re the 
ones left in the closet.” 

The writer interweaves indi¬ 
viduals’ personal stories with per¬ 
spectives from psychologists and 
others. She quotes Nan Breedlove, 
54, a Walnut Creek mother of 
three daughters, as explaining, 
“Coming out to my husband was 
horribly painful. You make a huge 
change in your life and you hurt 
people you love. But for me, it was 
increasingly a matter of survival.” 

Citing the federal census and 
other statistics, Sacks writes, “Re¬ 
searchers estimate that more 
than two million heterosexual 
Americans either have lived or 
currently live with a gay, 
lesbian or bisexual 
spouse.” Sacks explores 
the impact on such 
spouses when their 
partners come out - in¬ 
cluding the little-pub¬ 
lished statistic that one 
in three of such cou¬ 
ples decide to try to 
stay together. The article says psy¬ 
chologist Amity Pierce Buxton 
found that “straight spouses often 
hid their situation from other 
family members and friends.” 

The writer also cites psycholo¬ 
gist Pat Sherman as saying that 
children in such families often 
cope better than the straight 
spouses. Sacks concludes by re¬ 
counting the difficulty some 
spouses have encountered finding 
support groups or other individu¬ 
als in similar situations - then at¬ 
taches a list of such organizations, 
including contact information. 

This topic easily could have 
been allowed to veer into sugges¬ 
tions of homophobia appearing 
critical of LGBT individuals who 
acknowledge their sexual orienta¬ 
tion. Instead, Sacks presents a 
finely balanced, sensitive and 
comprehensive examination of a 
seldom-reported - but widely ex¬ 
perienced - situation. She suc¬ 
ceeds in conveying both that for 
many spouses, coming out is a 
matter of survival, and that for 
many of their heterosexual part¬ 
ners, it causes intense pain. 

Please convey to the San Jose 
Mercury News your appreciation 
of such thorough reporting and 
finely balanced writing, which ex¬ 
amines - as opposed to sensation¬ 
alizes - a sensitive issue now con¬ 
fronting an estimated two million 
Americans.

Lesbian lives on ABC.com 

An August 9 report on ABC- 
NEWS.com, the online news 
branch of ABC News, includes an 
advice column by financial advi¬ 
sor Adriane G. Berg. Her subjects: 
Carol and Laura, a lesbian couple 
living in Dallas. The headline 
reads, “Financial Makeover: Part¬ 
ners for Life.” Berg wrote, “Carol 
is 50 years old. She considers her 
relationship with Laura a mar¬ 
riage partnership, and she wants 
them to have the same financial 
rights as legally married couples.” 


Carol listed these as among her fi¬ 
nancial goals: “To be able to retire 
at 65 to 70 and not have to de¬ 
pend on my children. To find a 
way to make as much as possible 
from what we can invest. As a les¬ 
bian couple, we need to protect 
ourselves in areas heterosexual 
couples are protected by law.” 

Berg began her advice to the 
pair by stating, “That the couple in 
that bedroom is lesbian makes no 
difference.” She recapped several fi¬ 
nancial planning mainstays for gay 
couples, such as executing mutual 
powers of attorney. Then she 
added, “They can adopt! Yes, 
it is perfectly legal for Carol to 
adopt Laura, making 
her an inheritress, fami¬ 
ly member and benefi¬ 
ciary by law, as well as 
final arbiter of her 
health care decisions. 
Although the law de¬ 
prives gay couples of 
standing to marry, it al¬ 
lows them to make a 
legal commitment to 
family through adult adoption.” 

Berg’s column acknowledged 
that the two women are partners 
and plan to remain so. The finan¬ 
cial advisor’s recommendations 
proceeded from the assumption 
that the women wished, where it 
possible, to obtain the legal privi¬ 
leges of marriage. While not in¬ 
tended to be encyclopedic, Berg’s 
advice provided same-gender 
couples a rich introduction to the 
many financial planning options 
now available to them. 

This is almost a textbook ex¬ 
ample of the most sophisticated 
type of news coverage. It includes 
LGBT persons in a story not 
specifically about a LGBT issue. 
Please thank ABCNEWS.com for 
this matter-of-fact recognition 
that same-gender couples have re¬ 
lationships as valid and as poten¬ 
tially long-lasting as do their het¬ 
erosexual counterparts - and that 
they share similar concerns, in¬ 
cluding the achievement of finan¬ 
cial security.

he Associated Press (AP) re¬ 
ported August 14 that for the 
11 first time in more than 17 
years, the Bay Area Reporter “con¬ 
tained no obituaries of AIDS vic¬ 
tims.” The AP report conveyed the 
excitement among the weekly’s 
staff about the landmark event, 
noting that the jubilant front-page 
headline read “No obits,” and that 
an accompanying editorial was ti¬ 
tled, “Death takes a holiday.” 

The AP report traced the grad¬ 
ual decline of AIDS obituaries at 
the San Francisco publication to 
the introduction of protease in¬ 
hibitors and other new anti-AIDS 
drugs. 

AP also, responsibly, stressed 
that the lack of AIDS obituaries 
for one edition of one newspaper 
in no way signifies that the epi¬ 
demic is over. It quoted News Ed¬ 
itor Mike Salinas saying, “It does¬ 
n’t mean that there is no AIDS. 
What it does mean is that people 
with AIDS are living longer and 
that we’re smarter about the 
human immune system.” 

The report, while putting this 
small milestone in its proper per¬ 
spective, skillfully conveys the ju¬ 
bilation it sparked at a publication 
whose pages, for nearly two 
decades, have chronicled the dra¬ 
conian toll of AIDS. Sadly, the re¬ 
port still prominently referred to 
those with AIDS as “victims.” ‘ 

Please express to the Associated 
Press your thanks for its recogni¬ 
tion of the importance of this 
event and for its sensitivity to the 
concerns of medical and social 
service care providers that news 
reports not inaccurately portray 
this dangerous pandemic as “over.” 
However, also please explain to the 
wire service that referring to 
someone with AIDS as a “victim” 
needlessly and unfairly stigmatizes 
and marginalizes that person.

S.F. Public Health Dept seeks home care volunteers

|; roject Open Hand will wel- 
IpP come over 90 sister organi- 
II zations from across the 
country during the fifth annual 
AIDS Meals Providers’ Confer¬ 
ence September 10-13 in San 
Francisco. The conference, “Food 
Fight 1998: Combating AIDS 
Through Nutrition,” is being or¬ 
ganized by the AIDS Nutrition 
Services Alliance (ANSA) and will 
focus on the importance of ser¬ 
vice organizations remaining re¬ 
sponsive to the rapidly changing 
needs of people living with 
HIV/AIDS (PWA). 

Collectively, ANSA member or¬ 
ganizations will feed 20,000 men, 
women, and children living with 
AIDS this year, providing over six 
million meals. While most of the 
groups expected to attend the con¬ 
ference are in the United States, 
service providers from Great 
Britain, France, Puerto Rico, and 
Canada are also planning to attend. 

The four-day event at the Sir 
Francis Drake Hotel will give par¬ 
ticipants an opportunity to net¬ 
work, share information, and see 
firsthand where it all began. In 
1985, Project Open Hand, which 
currently serves PWAs in San Fran¬ 
cisco and Alameda counties, was 
the world’s first grassroots response 
to the nutritional needs of PWAs. 

The cost of attending the con¬ 
fab is $125 for ANSA members, or 
$375 for non members, said Jen¬ 
nie Weston, communications di¬ 
rector at Project Open Hand. 
ANSA membership costs $100, 
she added. Weston said the con¬ 
ference is geared more toward ser¬ 


vice providers, but she has con¬ 
tacted organizers who have agreed 
to let PWAs attend the Saturday 
keynote luncheon for $25. 

The conference will spotlight 
two of San Francisco’s outstand¬ 
ing leaders in the field of AIDS re¬ 
search and care, Drs. Paul Vol- 
berding and Molly Cooke, who 
will be giving the keynote address. 
Additionally, 50 workshops will 
offer vital information for those 
directly involved in providing ser¬ 
vices and for those simply inter¬ 
ested in HIV and nutrition. 

“All of us at Project Open 
Hand are eager to welcome our 
sister organizations to San Fran¬ 
cisco,” said Tom Nolan, Project 
Open Hand’s executive director. 
“We are enormously proud of the 
work they all do each and every 
day to feed people in their own 
communities, and, proud of the 
small role we have played in pro¬ 
viding technical assistance and

'' he Home Health Agency 
(HHA) of the San Francisco 
H Department of Public 
Health (DPH) is seeking volun¬ 
teers to provide practical and 
emotional support to home- 
bound patients with life-threaten¬ 
ing or chronic diseases.

respiratory and heart disease. 
Tasks could include shopping, 
cleaning, respite for caregivers, or 
simply sitting with an individual 
for conversation or reading. Vol¬ 
unteers would not administer 
medical care or medication. 

HHA is part of the DPH’s ef¬ 
fort to provide a continuum of 
care, and is an element of other 
community-based care services 
including those at the neighbor¬ 
hood health centers. 

“Not very many public health 
departments function with a home 
health agency,” said Pat Bregant, a 


representative with the program. 
“We want to make sure people get 
the care they need after discharge 
[from a medical facility].” 

The program is currently serv¬ 
ing approximately 200 individuals, 
and half of those are living with 
HIV disease or are receiving end- 
of-life care. Patients in the program 
have generally received some type 
of care from the public health sys¬ 
tem, are either bed-bound or un¬ 
able to leave their home without a 
taxing effort, and are often among 
the neediest in San Francisco. 

Bregant added that the type of 


person they seek as a volunteer is 
“somebody that has sensitivity to 
people who have a lot of needs 
and comes from a variety of 
means or backgrounds.” 

Volunteers will attend a 16- 
hour training session beginning 
on Thursday, September 10, 
which will include an overview of 
caring for people diagnosed with 
life-threatening, chronic, and dis¬ 
abling illnesses. ▼

A three-year veteran of the force, 
Ewins said what attracted her to 
the job was the fact that she “never 
wanted to be behind a desk.” 

“Everyday is different, you’re 
challenged as an individual,” 
Ewins said. 

What sets police officers apart 
from other citizens, Pengel said, is 
their ability and authority to use 
force. The recruitment process 
involves looking at how potential 
officers respond in different situ¬ 
ations. Part of that is done at the 
academy, where training can be 
stressful, from learning how to 
use a firearm to scaling a wall and 
tackling a suspect. 

Good judgment is also a must, 
“so they make good decisions. We 
want them to be sensitive. It’s a 
balance of all those things,” said 
Pengel. T

ona, who said he’s completely dif¬ 
ferent when he’s not on duty. 

“At home, he’s a real pussycat,” 
she told the B.A.R. 

Setting the tone 

Pengel, who was named a chief 
deputy just over a year ago, ac¬ 
knowledged being an openly gay 
cop is not “all rosy,” but said that 
especially in her position as one 
of the highest ranking officers in 
the department, she is able to 
make a difference. “You set the 
tone of what’s acceptable to 
what’s not acceptable. You influ¬ 
ence the tone of the department 
[through] inclusive language,” 
Pengel said. For example, she will 
often correct people who use the 
term “policeman,” since the de¬ 
partment is not made up of just 
men. 

“If I get an opening, I can rec¬ 
ommend people, or I can be the 
person who selects [others for 
duties],” Pengel added. 

The police department has 
about 260 officers and civilian 
employees working at SFO; offi¬ 
cers perform a variety of tasks, in¬ 
cluding airport security. When the 
new international terminal is fin¬ 
ished being constructed, the need 
for additional police personnel 
will increase, Pengel explained. 

Pengel said that one of the 
things the department looks for

T he San Francisco Police De¬ 
partment (SFPD) is looking 
for recruits, and that in¬ 
cludes gays and lesbians. 

Application forms will be 
available at police stations 
throughout the city and at the 
Hall of Justice starting Friday, Au¬ 
gust 28 and continuing through 
September 4. While the process is 
rigorous and time-consuming, 
being an openly gay or lesbian 
cop is rewarding work, several of 
the officers told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

Deputy Chief Mindy Pengel, 
who oversees operations at San 


Francisco International Airport 
(SFO), said the department is 
hoping for applicants from all 
communities so that the force can 
more closely resemble the city as 
a whole. “We’re looking for every¬ 
one, so the force will look like the 
community,” said Pengel, a 24- 
year veteran of the department. 

In addition to the preliminary 
application materials, candidates 
have to go through a lengthy 
process of written and oral tests, 
background checks, medical and 
psychological exams, physical 
agility tests, and academy train¬ 
ing. Pengel said there will proba¬ 
bly be two to three classes of re¬ 
cruits coming out of this latest 
search for officers, and not all the

candidates will make it to the 
end. Starting pay for police offi¬ 
cers is $40,768 per year, with the 
top annual salary being $53,534. 

Pengel and the other gay and 
lesbian officers interviewed said 
the department is more accepting 
of them now than in the past. 
Openly gay Patrol Officer Chuck 
Limberg, a six-year veteran of the 
force, said he’s always been ac¬ 
cepted by colleagues. 


“Being gay, it relieved the ten¬ 
sion in a way,” she said. 

Mariona works in the depart¬ 
ment’s canine unit with Eddie, a 
German shepherd police dog. 
Eddie, like most dogs in the unit, 
is cross-trained. Although mostly 
used in burglary cases or to 
search for suspects, particularly 
in large buildings, he is also 
trained to sniff out narcotics.

Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, you should read the information included with CRIXIVAN each time you receive your prescription, just in case anything has changed. 
Remember, this information does not take the place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 
You should remain under a doctor’s care when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 


What i s CR I XIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus). HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of HIV drug called a protease 
(PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

Ho w does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances 
of getting illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of 
HIV in your body (called “viral load”) and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may 
not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called 
AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV 
drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in 
children and adolescents have not been established. 

How should I take CRIXIVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue 
taking CRIXIVAN unless your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of 
CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from the very start. To help make 
sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take “drug holidays.” 
If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced 
(due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may 

be easier to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. 
If you have questions about'when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care 
provider can help you decide what schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose 
at the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 
hours, take your missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed dose of CRIXIVAN 
at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such 
as skim or non-fat milk, juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least 
one hour before or two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a 
light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

- dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 
if you want) 

- corn flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, 
fat, and protein (for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the 
same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed 
into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably 
water) throughout the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. 
Having enough fluids in your body should help reduce the chances of forming 
a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop 
kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIXIVAN cure HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infec¬ 
tions or other conditions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for 
you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or 
AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, including death, 
associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in ail patients. 

Do es C R IXI VAN reduce the ris k of passing HIV to others ? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through 
sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Who sho uld not take CRIXIVA N? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any 
of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my 
doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do 
not yet know how CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 
Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused 
by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including 
non-prescription medicines. 


Can CRIXIVAN be taken with ot her medications?** 

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) HALCION® (triazolam) 

PROPULSID® (cisapride) Ergot medications (e.g., Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatenina 

problems (such as irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness). 

In addition, you should not take CRIXIVAN with rifampin, known as RIFADIN®, RIFAMATE®, 
RIFATER®, orRIMACTANE®.

Talk to your doctor about any medications you are taking. 

Wh at are the possible side effects of CRIXIVAN? 

Like all prescription drugs. CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a 
complete list of side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this page alone for information about side effects. 
Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these 
patients this led to more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or 
inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid 
(preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney 
stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells 
(hemolytic anemia) which in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and 
death. Some patients had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if 
CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 

Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease 
inhibitors. In some of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused 
by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease 
inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments to their diabetes 
medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in 
approximately 10% of patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with 
liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a person may develop yellowing of the 
skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain,fatigue or 
weakness, flank pain, feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss 
of appetite, dry mouth, back pain, headache, trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, 
rash, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely. 

Marketing Experience 
Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN 
has been marketed include: abdominal swelling; 
inflammation of the kidneys; increased fat 
appearing in areas such as the neck, abdomen, 
and back; change in skin color; severe skin 
reactions; hair loss; crystals in the urine; and 
allergic reactions.

while working and paying some 
$200,000 in taxes in the United 
States for almost 30 years. 

Although no final decision was 
issued after last week’s conference, 
his attorneys said Monday, August 
24 that Arnesen continues to be in 
the country legally. If the INS con¬ 
tinues to argue that Arnesen 
abandoned his residency, he will 
fight that contention in further 
INS proceedings, his lawyers said. 

“There are no more interview 
dates scheduled, though we’ve 
asked them [INS] for additional 
information,” said John D. Per- 
nick, one of a team of volunteer 
lawyers assembled by the AIDS 
Legal Referral Panel. Pernick and 
Kristen Jensen, another attorney 
with Sheppard, Mullin, Richter, 
and Hampton, added that Arne¬ 
sen is “on parole” through Sep¬ 
tember 19. Different from the 
criminal justice term, an INS pa¬ 
role means Arnesen is here legally 
until that day. Both attorneys said 
they expect the INS to extend that 
deadline if they have not made a 
determination. 

On August 4, Arnesen was per¬ 
mitted by the INS to pass through 
customs and return to his adopt¬ 
ed home when he arrived at San 
Francisco International Airport. 
Arnesen was facing possible de-. 
tention by the INS because of its 
strict policy against admitting for¬ 
eigners with AIDS. Upon his ar¬ 
rival, INS officials gave Arnesen 
papers informing him of the in¬ 
terview, which took place last 
Wednesday and Thursday. Arne¬ 
sen was reportedly exhausted after

ceived disability or sexual orien¬ 
tation. Currently race-based hate 
crimes resulting in murder re¬ 
quire the death penalty. This leg¬ 
islation adds the enhancement of 
life imprisonment without parole 
to murder with the special cir¬ 
cumstance of a hate crime based 
on actual or perceived disability, 
gender, and/or sexual orientation. 
This bill is currently in the Senate 
Appropriations Committee “sus¬ 
pense file” and is due to come off 
and begin to move this week. 

Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden’s (D-San Francisco) do¬ 
mestic partners health benefits 
bill, AB 1059, requires healthcare 
plan providers to offer equal ben¬ 
efits to spouses and domestic 
partners. Not a mandate to em¬ 
ployers, the bill requires fairness. 
If protections are offered to 
spouses they must be offered to 
domestic partners. The bill passed 
in the Assembly but was amended 
in the Senate, and before it can go 
to the governor it must go back to 
the Assembly for concurrence on 
the Senate amendments. The vote 
is expected to be close on this one. 

Senator John Vasconcellos’s 
(D-Santa Clara) SB 1037 ad¬ 
dressed the visitation rights of de 
facto parents. The bill would be 
important to unmarried spouses 
and domestic partners of custodi¬ 
al parents. This bill failed on the 
Assembly floor last year and is not 
likely to come up again without 
some aggressive work by support¬ 
ers. This bill is in the Assembly in¬ 
active file. 

Wedding bell blues

continues to surface despite Cali- 


the interview. 

After arriving here, Arnesen is¬ 
sued a brief statement. Since then, 
his attorneys have been dealing 
with the publicity that has sur¬ 
rounded the high-profile case. In 
addition to Pernick and Jensen, 
attorneys Sarah Patterson, Robert 
Jobe, and Professor Richard 
Boswell of Hastings College of the 
Law have been assisting with the 
case. 

“Although I am a citizen of 
New Zealand, like all taxpayers 
who live and work in the United 
States, I paid into the Social Secu¬ 
rity system for the 28 years I 
worked here in California. I was 
found eligible for U.S. Social Se¬ 
curity disability benefits three 
years ago, but I have not been able 
to collect the money that is due 
me,” said Arnesen. “I have been 
trying to get here for two and a 
half years, but the U.S. immigra¬ 
tion service would not let me 
enter to collect my benefits.” 

Pernick and Jensen said that 
Arnesen got the runaround from 
government officials, and then be¬ 
came so ill that he could not trav¬ 
el here. 

“He was out of the country on 
business, and was too sick to trav¬ 
el back in 1994,” Pernick said. 

Pernick said the INS’s con¬ 
tention that Arnesen abandoned 
his residency is “a mystery.” 

“He worked for a U.S. compa¬ 
ny and we don’t see anything to 
suggest he abandoned his residen¬ 
cy,” Pernick said. 

In a show of support for his 
courageous efforts, Arnesen was 
commended by the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors on August 
10, where he also received an offi¬ 
cial welcome back to the city. T 


fornia law that specifies only op¬ 
posite-sex couples can be legally 
married. It will take-some work to 
prevent lawmakers from passing a 
law that would ban recognition of 
gay and lesbian marriages legally 
performed in another state. Cur¬ 
rently the issue is in the Supreme 
Courts of Hawaii and Vermont 
and is under consideration in 
South Africa, New Zealand, Cana¬ 
da, and Scandinavia. 

Senator Pete Knight, (R-Palm- 
dale), introduced the “Defense of 
Marriage Initiative” in California 
earlier this year. The initiative 
seeks to establish a constitutional 
amendment stating that the state 
will only recognize marriage be¬ 
tween one man and one woman. 
Initiative supporters were unable 
to submit enough signatures of 
registered voters to allow the ini¬ 
tiative on the November 1998 bal¬ 
lot. They now have until Septem¬ 
ber to submit enough signatures 
to qualify for the primary election 
in the year 2000. 

The marriage issue is still 
hanging fire in Hawaii. Religious 
right activists from Mormons to 
fundamentalists continue to raise 
money illegally, since they have 
not registered as political action 
committees as required by law, so 
that finances can be monitored, 
according to the Equal Rights 
Marriage Project. Also, the state 
removed the $l,000-per-issue 
contribution cap last week, 
prompting more money from the 
right than ever before to flood 
into the Aloha State. The progres¬ 
sive coalition supporting the bill 
needs money to make sure their 
message gets out. They will focus 
on the constitutional amendment 
issue as an attack on Hawaii’s state 
constitution and point up the 
right wing attacks and attempted 
intimidation of the courts. T

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Log Cabin Republicans hold convention 
in Dallas, meet with GOP chair

M bout 200 Log Cabin Repub¬ 
licans gathered in Dallas, 
' Texas over the weekend of 
August 15-16 for their annual 
convention. The focus was on 
strategizing through the year 
2000, honoring supporters^Jo the 
cause of equality, and premiering 
a video On the Front Lines. 

On Friday, August 21, Log 
Cabin held an unprecedented 
meeting with Republican nation¬ 
al party Chairman Jim Nicholson. 
Before the meeting, Log Cabin 
national Executive Director Rich 
Tafel said it was “the beginning of 
an educational process.” 

Although Tafel acknowledged 
“there is a lot of misunderstand¬ 
ing about gay issues and the Re¬ 


publican Party,” he called the Au¬ 
gust 5 vote on the Hefley amend¬ 
ment, where legislators on both 
sides of the aisle voted to defeat a 
proposed rollback of protections 
for lesbians and gays in federal 
employment, “a message that 
anti-gay rhetoric is not a good po¬ 
litical strategy.” 

While in Dallas, the Log Cabin 
presented its Spirit of Lincoln 
Award to California heterosexual 
Ward Connerly. His strong sup¬ 
port on the University of Califor¬ 
nia Board of Regents led to exten¬ 
sion of domestic partners benefits 
to gay and lesbian employees of the 
UC system. He did so despite in¬ 
tense pressure from conservatives, 
including his patron, Governor 
Pete Wilson, to vote the other way. 

Prior announcement of the 
award had brought a rebuke from 
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the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force (NGLTF) because 
Connerly was also a principal 
sponsor of Proposition 209. The 
1996 California ballot measure, 
which passed by a large margin, 
“effectively dismantled all affir¬ 
mative action in the state,” ac¬ 
cording to the task force. 

Libertarian David Boaz, exec¬ 
utive vice president of the Cato 
Institute, saw a consistency in 
both of Connerly’s actions. “He 
sees them as a simple issue: equal¬ 
ity under the law.” 

Connerly said that the attacks 
on him over domestic partners 
were more vicious than those over 
affirmative action. 

Ft. Worthless? 

On the Front Line is a 14- 
minute video that captures anti¬ 
gay hate at a Log Cabin rally in Ft. 
Worth earlier this summer. More 
than 50 of the group’s members 
had been elected as delegates and 
alternates to the Texas Republican 


Convention, but Log Cabin was 
denied a booth at the convention. 
State party chair Robert Black 
compared them to the Ku Klux 
Klan and child molesters. 

A horde of anti-gay hecklers 
had greeted Log Cabin at a rally 
outside the state GOP convention, 
with signs reading “Fags will burn 
in Hell” and “There is no such 
thing as a Christian fag.” At one 
point while he was speaking, the 
video shows Tafel being hit with a 
poster thrown by a protester. It 
read, “Rally for Liberty.” 

“We are fighting because we 
belong here,” said Dale Carpenter, 
Log Cabin’s Texas coordinator. 
Tafel called Texas “the front line” 
in confronting the religious ex¬ 
tremists. The video captured the 
hateful intensity of those oppo¬ 
nents. 

Tafel’s goal is “to get it out to as 
many elected Republicans as pos¬ 
sible, and also to gay and les¬ 
bians.” They need “to understand 
that you can’t be complacent. You 


may live in a comfortable place, 
but it isn’t comfortable for every¬ 
body everywhere.” 

One important fact of the rally 
and video is that a heterosexual, 
Trammel Crow Jr., scion to the 
national real estate development 
company based in Houston, un¬ 
derwrote it. In an interview with 
the Texas Triangle, the normally 
reticent Crow said he supported 
Log Cabin as a way for main¬ 
stream Republicans to stand up to 
religious extremists. 

“People with money taking a 
walk from the party can have an 
impact with the more pragmatic 
politicos,” Tafel said. He cited 
clashes in Congress between fun¬ 
damentalists and big business 
over economic issues such as 
trade with China and turmoil 
over social legislation at the ex¬ 
pense of economic legislation. 
“The Wall Street Republicans are 
getting turned off” by the social 
right, he said. ▼ 


Gay docs convene in 
Chicago this weekend

'»' he Gay and Lesbian Medical 
Association (GLMA) will 
ft hold its 16th annual sympo¬ 
sium in Chicago beginning today 
(Thursday, August 27) and run¬ 
ning through Saturday. 

GLMA is an organization of 
over 2,000 lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgendered (LGBT) physi¬ 
cians, medical students, and their 
supporters from the U.S. and 
around the world. The organiza¬ 
tion’s combined goal is to pro¬ 
mote quality healthcare for queer 
and HIV-positive people, and to 
combat homophobia within the 
medical profession and society. 

Organizers expect more than 
500 participants at the gathering, 
which this year is entitled “Pre¬ 
scriptions for Living Well: Medi¬ 
cine’s Impact on the LGBT Life 
Cycle.” Physicians, medical stu¬ 
dents, and healthcare policy-mak¬ 
ers of all orientations are invited 
to attend. 

The keynote speaker for the 
conference will be Democratic 


Congressman Barney Frank of 
Massachusetts. He will speak on 
Saturday on “The Moral Impera¬ 
tive of Universal Health Care,” an 
issue on which he is an advocate 
on Capitol Hill. Dr. Quentin 
Young, an advocate for healthcare 
reform, will also speak. 

Several topics will be addressed 
at the gathering, including the 
ethical and legal implications of 
the search for a biological basis for 
sexual orientation, Eastern and 
Western approaches to managing 
hepatitis C, and safer sex educa¬ 
tion for married men who have 
sex with men - a group that is 
often not reached by materials 
geared toward the openly gay 
community. 

The conference will feature 
several tracks that will focus on 
specific issues of interest in depth. 
The lesbian health track will ex¬ 
plore whether lesbians are really at 
higher risk for breast cancer, and 
provide results from recent re¬ 
search on the impact of stress - 
including dealing with homopho¬ 
bia - on lesbian health. A track on 
current issues in HIV/AIDS care 


will include sessions on antiretro¬ 
viral therapy, drug resistance, and 
post-exposure prophylaxis. Sever¬ 
al sessions will address the health¬ 
care needs of queer youth. 

GLMA’s first-ever medical stu¬ 
dent advocacy training will be 
held on August 29, at which the 
organization’s new Medical Stu¬ 
dent Advocacy Training Manual 
will be unveiled. 

As it does each year, GLMA 
will present awards to several in¬ 
dividuals who have made impor¬ 
tant contributions to queer 
health. This year’s recipients in¬ 
clude Frank; AIDS specialists Dr. 
David Blatt and Dr. David Moore; 
and Dr. Joan Waitkevicz and nurs¬ 
es Pat Stevens and Joanne Hall, pi¬ 
oneers in the field of lesbian 
health. ▼

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LGBT sociologists 
working to tighten stand 
on Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell

proposal of the American 
Sociological Association 
(ASA) to oppose the mili¬ 
tary policy Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell 
(DADT) received preliminary ap¬ 
proval at their annual convention 
in San Francisco on Monday, Au¬ 
gust 24. 

The proposal, presented by the 
Committee on the Status of Gay, 
Lesbian, Bisexual, Transgender 
Sociologists (CSGLBT) - an offi¬ 
cial advisory body appointed by 
the ASA - and the Sociologists’ 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual & Trans¬ 
gender Caucus (SLGBT), builds 
on a 1991 ASA resolution oppos¬ 
ing the military’s then-ban on gay 
and lesbian service members. 

The proposal to strengthen the 
ASA position was in response to 
controversy over an award the 
ASA gave last year to Charles 
Moskos, the architect of the 
DADT policy and a professor at 
Northwestern University, for “his 
sustained efforts to enhance the 
public’s understanding of and ap¬ 
preciation for sociology.” 

Christopher Carrington, 1998 
program chair for the SLGBT 
Caucus and a sociologist at San 
Francisco State University, stated 
that the proposal was necessary in 
response to the award given to 
Moskos because “it seems to legit¬ 
imize the Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell 
policy.” 

Paul Galatowitsch, an organi¬ 
zational sociologist in New York 
and member of the SLGBT Cau¬ 
cus, presented the resolution at 
the ASA open forum and business 
meeting on Monday morning, be¬ 
fore approximately 100 of the 
nearly 5,000 sociologists attend¬ 
ing the convention. It was ap¬ 
proved nearly unanimously, with 
no discussion, and will now be 
considered by the ASA Council, 
the organization’s governing 
body, at a future meeting. 

“To reaffirm ASA commit¬ 
ment to the civil rights of gays and 
lesbians, SLGBT and [CSGLBT] 
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have introduced a resolution ask¬ 
ing ASA to oppose, Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell. This dispute is politi¬ 
cally important because its out¬ 
come will determine the stance 
that the institution of sociology 
takes vis a vis gay and lesbian civil 
rights,” said Galatowitsch in press 
materials. 

Moskos, in a November 1997 
letter in the sociology publication 
Footnotes, responding to a letter in 
the same publication from SLGBT 
and CSHS, admitted to “being the 
architect of the ‘Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell’ policy on homosexuals in the 
military.” He goes on in the letter 
to ask, “Do they [SLGBT and CS¬ 
GLBT] truly believe that most 
straights would not be uncom¬ 
fortable undressing in front of 
open gays?” 

His letter closes with, “By the 
way, and for the record, I have 
never publicly stated my own sex¬ 
ual orientation.” 

The empiricists strike back 

The proposal was accompa¬ 
nied by empirical research - key 
in the sociology discipline - pre¬ 
pared by Galatowitsch and Amy 
Wharton, current chair of CS¬ 
GLBT, claiming that Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell “has unwittingly drawn 
out and amplified existing homo-

bill is unnecessary because of ex¬ 
isting law; because it does not re¬ 
quire the victim’s infection; be¬ 
cause it relies on “he said, she 
said,” testimony; and because it 
provides for disproportionate 
penalties. 

Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden (D-San Francisco) 


chaired committee hearings on 
the bill and fought hard to win re¬ 
duced penalties - from five, seven, 
or nine years to three, five, or 
eight years - and inclusion of spe¬ 
cific language regarding proof of 
intent to infect: “To prove intent,” 
it reads, “specific expressions of 
desires and/or intentions must be 
shown.” 

Despite her success in shaping 
the bill, Migden voted “no,” both 
in committee and on the floor. ▼ 


phobic and misogynist values that 
permeate the informal culture of 
the military.” 

Jodi O’Brien, former chair of 
CSGLBT and an associate profes¬ 
sor at Seattle University, who par¬ 
ticipated in the drafting of the 
proposal, said “I think sociology 
in part has tried to be concerned 
with scholarship that is not just 
descriptive but takes into account 
the social and political conse¬ 
quences.” 

To further emphasize the im¬ 
portance of the ASA position on 
DADT, O’Brien mentioned the 
work of Howard Becker, a 1998 
ASA award winner, who writes 
that sociological research is not 
neutral and is either helping the 
oppressor or the oppressed. 

Carrington said the issue is 
important to the discipline of so¬ 
ciology because social and politi¬ 
cal values are reflected in culture 
and sociologists use empirical 
data to understand this dynamic. 

“The fact that we are actually 
having this kind of debate in some 
paradoxical way indicates we are 
in a fairly conservative period,” he 
said, adding that the basis of the 
argument seems to be a presump¬ 
tion that military service is good, 
whereas the debate in the 1960s 
had been on the acceptability of 
the military as an institution. He 
sees parallels in the focus on the 
debate over gay and lesbian mar¬ 
riage. 

According to Carrington, the 
question we seem to be asking 
now is, “Why can’t everyone par¬ 
ticipate in the structure of in¬ 
equality” rather than debating if 
these institutions should exist at 
all. As he said, “Sociologists 
should be the voices asking that 
question.” ▼

effects of the bill for gay and les¬ 
bian students. State senators re¬ 
moved all references to damages 
in the bill; removed the provision 
that doubled the gender fairness 
compliance review; and returned 
a restriction on funding for the 
hate violence prevention act, 
which the bill had removed. 

The Senate also amended 
timelines and intent language, 
and removed the bill’s clarifica¬ 
tion of the superintendent of ed¬ 


ucation s powers. 

Even gay and lesbian members 
of Kuehl’s staff are philosophical 
and political in their assessment 
of the bill. They point out that in 
its original form, it would proba¬ 
bly not have passed on to the gov¬ 
ernor’s desk. In the unlikely event 
that it did reach the governor’s 
desk, they say, it likely would not 
have been signed. Now that it has 
been weakened to only provide a 
half a loaf for some minority kids 
and an indirect crust for gay, les¬ 
bian, bisexual, and transgender 
kids, Governor Pete Wilson is ex¬

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HIV services interrupted in Vietnam 
after drugging, mugging in Thailand

H J ietnam’s leading provider of 
HIV information to gay and 
bisexual men is struggling 
to survive after a San Francisco 
man was beaten and robbed of 
money and goods he was bringing 
to the group. 

Douglas Thompson, who co¬ 
ordinates the annual Bay Area Or- 
chidMania fundraisers for AIDS 
organizations in several countries, 
including the U.S., said the loss of 
$2,900 stolen from him in Thai¬ 
land poses a serious threat to the 
Nguyen Friendship Society (NFS) 
unless other donations can soon 
make up the financial loss. 

NFS, founded in recent years 
with the Thompson’s help, began 
as a small group of gay men doing 
street outreach in Vietnam, trying 
to educate other men about safe 


sex and the risk of AIDS. Thomp¬ 
son told the Bay Area Reporter 
that he has mentored the group 
and raised money for them for 
several years. 

The underground group 
claims to have pioneered free con¬ 
dom distribution in Vietnam. It 
hands out condoms, lube, and 
safe sex brochures at places in the 
city where men seek sex with 
other men: in bars, coffee houses, 
karaoke clubs, swimming pools, 
and brothels. 

NFS is technically an illegal 
group in Vietnam, Thompson 
said, because the government pro¬ 
hibits any community-based or¬ 
ganizations. He said that although 
the Vietnamese government has 
done a “remarkable job” at AIDS 
prevention programs without 
much money, the programs are 
often grouped with other sexual 
education programs aimed only 


at women. 

“Homosexuality is something 
most people can’t discuss,” he 
said, “and it’s an issue the govern¬ 
ment isn’t prepared to address at 
all.” 

NFS has survived for several 
years with help from Thompson 
and from OrchidMania, an annu¬ 
al Bay Area fundraiser in San 
Francisco and Berkeley that sup¬ 
ports AIDS charities in several 
parts of the world. Thompson vis¬ 
its southeast Asia three or four 
times each year to deliver money, 
condoms, and lubricant to NFS, 
and to deliver pharmaceuticals 
and other supplies to HIV clinics 
elsewhere in the region. 

But Thompson’s most recent 
trip had a tragic interruption that 
now threatens NFS’s survival. 
Thompson says it also gives a 
valuable lesson for anyone travel¬ 
ing to Southeast Asia. 

Drugged coffee 

Thompson embarked on his 
quarterly adventure in mid-July. 
After arriving in Thailand on his 
way to Vietnam, Thompson said 
he arrived at his apartment, fresh¬ 
ened up, and went out to burn off 
some energy at the DJ Station, a 
large gay disco in Bangkok. 

“I met some guy, we had a 
drink, and he said he wanted to go 
outside because he didn’t like the 
cigarette smoke,” Thompson said. 
“So I followed him out, and he dis¬ 
appeared for a bit and came back 
with two cups of coffee. Not want¬ 
ing to be impolite, I drank it, and 
that’s the last thing I remember.” 

Thompson said he was 
drugged. He passed out, and the 
man he was with loaded him into 
a cab and went back to Thomp¬ 
son’s apartment. Thompson’s keys 
were in his pocket, and his com¬ 
panion told the building guard 
Thompson had passed out drunk. 

“I woke up on the floor at four 
in the morning, with blood every¬ 


where,” Thompson said. “And he 
had apparently taken two hours to 
go through everything I had. He 
managed to find all of my money, 
including $2,900 that was ear¬ 
marked for the Nguyen Friend¬ 
ship Society.” 

“I’d been beaten all over my 
face,” Thompson said. “And he 
must have jumped up and down 
on my left arm, because the palm 
of my hand had turned black. I 
was really crazy for about three 
days, disoriented and in shock.” 

Although the police came that 
morning and sent two undercov¬ 
er cops to the DJ Station for the 
next couple nights, Thompson 
said “they didn’t have a clue who 


to look for.” 

Thompson says he has mostly 
recovered from the incident, but 
he says the greater tragedy from 
that night is that NFS is now des¬ 
perate for funds. 

“The real issue, unfortunately, 
is that unless I’m able to replace 
this money in the very near fu¬ 
ture, this little group is really 
going to have a hard time surviv¬ 
ing,” he said. “The kind of things 
they use this money for are to sus¬ 
tain themselves day to day.” 

Thompson said this lack of 
funds is also happening at a criti¬ 
cal time for NFS - as it was plan¬ 
ning to relocate to its own new 
space where it can meet and some 
members can live. It was also 
about to embark on the organiza¬ 
tion of small groups to do the 
same kinds of work in other parts 
of the country. 

Thompson said he was already 
planning to hold fundraising ac¬ 
tivities here this fall and is also 
working on securing grants to 
benefit NFS. But he said without 
the money he would have deliv¬ 
ered in July, NFS is already strug¬ 
gling to survive through the end 
of the year. He hopes the Bay Area 
will respond to his plea for imme¬ 
diate support to make up for 
some of the money that was 
stolen. 

“I know people are sick and 
tired of hearing about ^IDS, and 
they’re sick and tired of writing 
checks,” Thompson said. “But this 
is the kind of place and the kind 
of situation where a check for $25 
goes a very, very long way.” 

NFS also is also always seeking 
gifts of new clothing, condoms, 
and individual-sized packets of 
lubricant. ▼

The Quest is over... 
a case study of 
managed healthcare

:J| envisioned by owner Dr. 

i ^ Marge Poscher as a multi¬ 
dimensional, group HIV medical 
practice, has succumbed to the 
rigors of managed healthcare and 
is closing. 

“I am in a position where I 
have to downsize significantly,” 
said the openly lesbian Poscher. 
“It is the fault of the insurance 
companies.” 

Quest is a five-person medical 
group, incorporated in 1995, that 
Poscher intended to be “a vision 
of what I wanted to do for HIV 
care,” but “it has been systemati¬ 
cally dismantled over the last two 
years.” 

Poscher explained that the fi¬ 
nancial realities of running a 
medical practice like Quest in 
today’s era of managed care — 
such as delayed or limited pay¬ 
ments by insurance companies 
and the increased staffing needs to 
keep up with required procedures 
and paper work — dramatically 
increases overhead costs. 

The group has been loosing 
$30,000 per month since Decem¬ 
ber 1997 and is $200,000 in debt. 
Poscher feels it would be better to 
downsize and remain in practice 
rather than go bankrupt and be 
left with a practice unable to see 
patients. 

“Medicine as a business has 
become a major problem,” said 
Poscher, adding, “Medicine as a 
science and art has not changed.” 

The Bay Area Reporter received 
a call on August 20 from someone 
stating he was a patient with 
Quest who asked to remain 
anonymous to protect his medical 
privacy; he claimed that he called 
to make an appointment with his 
physician in the group and was 
told that would not be possible. 

“I as a patient want to see this 
kind of practice available to me - 
a group practice with depth,” said 
the caller who acknowledged that 


“Poscher is one of the best” pro¬ 
viding HIV/AIDS care. 

The caller also raised concerns 
about possible similarities with 
the closing of the Conant Medical 
Group in August of 1997 by Quest 
Comprehensive Care Network 
(QCCN) which bought the group 
in September 1996. 

(QCCN is a medical corpora¬ 
tion unrelated to Poscher’s Quest, 
although she served as QCCN’s 
Western Regional Medical Direc¬ 
tor for a period; she was also part 
of the Conant Medical Group but 
left some time before the closure.) 

Some patients of the dissolved 
Conant Medical Group charged 
they were unable to retrieve their 
medical records - a critically im¬ 
portant aspect of ongoing health¬ 
care, especially the complex care 
associated with treating HIV dis- 
ease/AIDS - and QCCN began 
charging one dollar for copies of 
records. 

Poscher stressed that unlike 


the closing of the Conant Medical 
Group, Quest is slowly making 
the transition and patients are still 
able to see a physician. Poscher as¬ 
sured the B.A.R. that any patient 
of Quest can call their physician 
for an appointment or explana¬ 
tion about the closing, and she 
pledged that she is available to all 
Quest patients who would like to 
talk to her or need to see her for 
medical care. 

Poscher is following the guide¬ 
lines contained in California law 
which mandate that physicians 
are custodians of medical records 
- in this case her. She cautioned 
that processing the 6,000 medical 
charts of Quest will take some 
time, but it is being accomplished 
while the group is open. 

Four physicians in the group - 
Drs. Gilmore, Nienow, Sterman, 
and Poscher - are expected to find 
other locations for their practices; 
the fifth, Dr. Campbell, is expect¬ 
ed to retire. T

Bowled over

1 || '♦ When Bay Area 
bowlers Doug Litwin and 
Tom Ophart almost did¬ 
n’t make it to one of their games 
in Amsterdam, after desperately 
racing to get a tram and then the 
shuttle, they arrived to find they 
were still missing two bowlers for 
a five-person team. They quickly 
paired up with two Dutch bowlers 
- both straight, one who didn’t 
speak English - then played 
together, bowled well, 
and won silver medals. 

Such an occurrence il 
lustrates the true spirit of 
Gay Games, particularly in 
bowling, one of the friend¬ 
lier and more social sports, 
with more than 450 
participants. 

Marc Gottschall 
won two gold medals, 
so he has a lovely pair 
of earrings as a sou¬ 
venir. “All we did was bowl and 
bowl and bowl! Forty games in 
the course of the week. We saw 
nothing of Amsterdam, just bus 
rides to alleys. It was a bit much. 
We wanted to see friends compet¬ 
ing.” 

Despite it being “fun to be 
there, and also great to win two 
gold medals,” Gottschall noted 
that “other tournaments we’ve 
bowled at are much better run. 
Everywhere else I’ve ever compet¬ 
ed in was much more on sched¬ 
ule.” 

Miguel Thurman, gay bowl¬ 
ing’s main organizer, said of the 
Amsterdam organizers, “They did 
not have facilities large enough 
without having people wait

around. There was no way of 
knowing when you were compet¬ 
ing next. So if you made it into the 
next round you were forced to 
stay the whole day” - and pay for 
the limited array of food and bev¬ 
erages at the venues. More chips? 

“We had long trips to make,” 
he said. “All the venues were out 
of the central part of town. It was 
as exhausting to travel to and 
from venues as it was to compete.” 
Taking a tram to a bus to a shuttle 
every day took its toll, particular¬ 
ly for athletes who had to lug 
around their own 
bowling balls. 

Who needs two balls? 

Although the league she 
helped organize is only four 
years old, Cathy Patterson 
has been bowling since 
she was about eight 
years old, growing up 
in San Rafael in Marin 
County. 

“Amsterdam was 
great,” she said, “but I won’t take 
two balls again. Because we had to 
bowl in three different alleys, it 
was very difficult to lug 32 pounds 
of bowling ball through trains 
and trams and buses. One day we 
took a cab. That was wonderful.” 
So was winning a bronze medal 
for herself, but she was more ex¬ 
cited about her “husband’s” win¬ 
ning the gold. 

Gotschall doubts that it would 
have helped to have divided peo¬ 
ple up further. “It’s just that with 
the way they set things up, you 
had to bowl too long in one day. 
That was more Gay Games’ fault 
than the scheduling.” 

Indoors, the packed attendance 
led to overcrowding and competi¬

tion that ran way overtime. “Any¬ 
one who made it into finals was a 
total test of endurance,” said 
Gotschall. Finals ran from 9 a.m. 
until 2 a.m. “By week’s end they 
did finally provide free water,” he 
noted. How nice. 

Rudy Maglinty was one of the 
team folks who stayed up late at 
Friendship Village to relay the re¬ 
sults, so bowlers could figure out 
who was competing. Often, late 
night hotel relay calls were need¬ 
ed. Even so, they often had to trek 
out to the lanes again, just to find 
out standings. 

“These people had been con¬ 
tacted for nine months in ad¬ 
vance,” he said. “In giving sugges¬ 
tions, it just went in one ear and 
out the other. There were a lot of 
unscheduled mix-ups at the 
events.” Maglinty said that plans 
are already being made to ensure 
a more competent event in 2002. 
Word has it lanes in Sydney, Aus¬ 
tralia are all in the city proper, and 
near each other.

mon complaint among jocks, who 
while enjoying some of the festiv¬ 
ities, saw a lack of focus as a major 
problem. “Athletics should be first 
above anything else.” But he’s 
hopeful for the future. “I have 
faith that things will be run cor¬ 
rectly in Sydney. Janf Kuyt, the 
Dutch bowling coordinator, tried 
his best, but just didn’t have the 
knowledge and experience.” 

Gottschall echoed the hope for 
the future, mentioning that six 
Sydney bowlers were taking notes 
and assuring others that things 
will be run more smoothly. “They 
can’t help but make it better.” 

Home court mistakes 

So how did Bay Area bowlers - 
who bowl regularly at Japantown 
Bowl every Monday night at 7 
p.m. - do? How does 20 medals 
sound, including six gold, 10 sil¬ 
ver, and four bronze? Scoring dif¬ 
ferences were a jolt, though, said 
Thurman. “When we got into fi¬ 
nals they had a requirement that 
35 percent of each category be 
represented by recreational 
bowlers. Even though their scores 
were not as high as finalists, they 
were forced to play recreation 
level people.” 

Why this odd tossing in of in¬ 
experience players while advanced 
players were mid-game? No rea¬ 
sons were given. Perhaps it was 
that mysterious “Norwegian sys¬ 
tem” butting in again. 

And why were there no sepa¬ 
rate finals for recreational level? 
Bowlers were under the impres¬ 
sion that there would be a sepa¬ 
rate division, but recreation level 
people were wiped out unfairly. 
“It makes the entire standings in¬ 
accurate,” said Thurman. 

In team finals, one team was 
told the wrong report time by of¬ 
ficials; when they arrived two 
hours late, they were eliminated. 
They were competing against a 
Dutch team that won by default. 
Proof again that supposed “mis¬ 
takes” frequently tended to bene¬ 


fit Dutch teams. In polite terms 
this is known as a “home court 
advantage.” In less polite terms it’s 
known as cheating. 

Through it all, though, was the 
bowlers’ persistence, the en¬ 
durance required to reach “a 
crowning achievement, the divi¬ 
sion A gold medal.” 

Thurman’s advice for Sydney 
and future Gay Games organizers? 
“They should learn if nothing else 
is if they want recreational 
bowlers, they should have their 
own division.” 

Knocked out 

Terry Branoff of Guerneville 
(who sported a lovely new blond 
look post-Gay Games) says that 
even though there were some re¬ 
ally tough times, he was almost 
glad to be knocked out, relieved, 
so that he could simply enjoy his 
vacation. “I had a great time, de¬ 
spite the Gay Games.” 

He also enjoyed spending time 
with some Berlin bowlers, but 
then found himself snubbed by 
some in his San Franciscan clan. 
“I felt like I was in high school and 
hanging with the wrong crowd.” 

Nevertheless, he also enjoyed 
returning to the renowned party 
city. “I love the street atmosphere. 
It was sort of fantasy-like for me, 
how I’d imagine my perfect world 
here. There are battles over race in 
the gay community. In Amsterdam, 
friends who are black said they did 
not experience any of the problems 
they usually get stateside.” 

“It would have been nice to 
both focus on the competitive 
sporting thing and then move on. 
You had to be obsessed with your 
sporting event,” Branoff said of 
his three days in a row of 17 hours 
spent competing, with an hour 
travel time each way. 

“I remember coming back 
from a dance party and seeing two 
bowlers dragging their bags back 
from bowling at 3 a.m. What does 
that do to people’s ability to com¬ 
pete? That’s ridiculous.” T

| * memorial service will be 
held in Colorado this Fri¬ 
day, August 27 for Kelvin 
Fitzgerald McNeill, the 28-year- 
old gay man who was struck by a 
taxicab during Gay Games V. 

McNeill, director of communi¬ 
cations and community outreach 
for the Gill Foundation, died from 
injuries sustained in a pedestrian- 
auto accident in Amsterdam, Hol¬ 
land, on August 7. An active 
member of the gay, lesbian, bisex¬ 
ual, and transgender community 
in Colorado, he was a nationally 
recognized communications pro¬ 
fessional. 

Gay Games Executive Director 
Scott Mandell, who was contact¬ 
ed shortly after the accident, told 
the Bay Area Reporter that Mc¬ 


Neill’s mother and sister had 
flown to the Netherlands to be 
with him as his condition im¬ 
proved, but then worsened, in an 
Amsterdam hospital. 

McNeill’s doctors told his fam¬ 
ily that his cranial pressure had in¬ 
creased and that the treatment he 
was receiving was no longer effec¬ 
tive. He died shortly after the doc¬ 
tors discontinued his medication. 

The Pipkin Mortuary in Den¬ 
ver will be making funeral 
arrangements. 

The foundation where McNeill 
worked was created by openly gay 
philanthropist Tim Gill, the devel¬ 
oper of the computer program 
Quark. Gill Foundation Executive 
Director Katherine Pease said in a 
press statement, “I thank all of you 
for your expressions of concern. 
We have received hundreds of e- 
mails and cards in the past days. 


Your concern and fond wishes for 
Kelvin were important to all of us 
at the Gill Foundation, and, most 
importantly, to his family. 

“Thank you very much for all 
of your kindness in the past days. 
I hope that you find solace and 
strength in the legacy and vision 
of equality and justice that Kelvin 
has left behind.”

S urprisingly, in an age when murder, mayhem, lust, and gore 
have become commonplace fodder for all manner of public 
entertainments, the mere mention of Jeffrey Dahmer still 
manages to engender the kind of soul-wrenching revulsion 
de Sade would have appreciated and might well have appropriated for 
his wickedly devious artful ends.

Reclaiming 

Romanticism

F or much of his life, poet Cyrus Cassells has been a traveler. As the child of an Air Force pilot, he 
began to see the world at a young age, and as an adult, he has lived and studied in Rome and 
traveled widely. It’s no surprise, then, that his poetry is filled with images of journeys, both liter¬ 
al and figurative. They are memorable, vivid journeys, and they power much of the beauty of 
Cassells’ poetry. His talent as a poet has won him a significant amount of recognition. His first book, the 
1982 collection The Mud Actor, was selected for the National Poetry Series. His second collection, Soul 
Make a Path Through Shouting, was named by Publishers Weekly as one of the best books of 1994, won 
the Poetry Society of America’s William Carlos Williams Award, and was a finalist for the Lenore Mar¬ 
shall Prize for outstanding book of the year. His most recent book, Beautiful Signor, was the winner of 
the 1997 Lambda Literary Award for Gay Men’s Poetry. 

A resident of San Francisco since 1997, Cassells recently accepted a teaching position at Southwest 
Texas State University, where he will be an Associate Professor of English. In addition to his writing, 
Cassells has also worked as a translator, actor and film critic. He spoke with the BAR in July.

|| ndefatigable impresario of 
stage and screen Marc 
Huestis came ’round the of¬ 
fice and brought with him what 
seemed to be the entire Gypsy 
Rose Lee archives for us to pe¬ 
ruse so we’d have lots of stripper 
lore for this item, a delirious plug 
of his brand-new show Gypsy 
Rose Lee’s Home Movies, coming 
Sunday, November 1 at the Castro 
Theatre. The gala event, hosted by 
SF’s own “perfect 36” Carol 
Doda, will feature genuine home 
movies of the original Queen of 
Burlesque, narrated live by her 
son Erik Lee Preminger (father: 
Otto). The clips are sure to be 
campy fun, and are said to climax 
with scenes from Gypsy’s 60s talk 
show featuring legends like Judy 
Garland and Liberace. 

Gypsy Rose Lee’s own vault 
print of the film Gypsy (1962), 
based on the Jerome Robbins 
musical starring Rosalind Rus¬ 
sell and Nathalie Wood, shares 


the Castro bill with real live strip¬ 
pers in this homage to the patron 
saint of the striptease. Huestis 
himself has more than a passing 
acquaintance with burlesque, for 
his dear mother was a renowned 
stripper who worked under the 
stage name Marija the Conti¬ 
nental Gypsy. (Our own 
sainted mum appeared 
on a separate bill as Ida 
the Continental 
Drift.) 

Erik Lee Preminger, 
he of the fabulous lin¬ 
eage, is co-presenting 
the show with Huestis. 

When we chatted 
with him recently, 
he explained the 
origins of his home 
movies show: “My mother had a 
real sense of her own history, 
which is why she got one of the 
first 16mm movie cameras avail¬ 
able to the general public back in 
the early 30s. There wasn’t much 
she didn’t manage to make 
movies of. 

“My mother never carried 
anything, so it was left to me to 


lug two movie cameras (one for 
black-and-white, one for color) 
and two still cameras. I felt like a 
mule, but it made for an incredi¬ 
ble collection of film. 

“When Bette Midler signed 
to do Gypsy for CBS, she asked me 
to fill her in on the reality, 
as opposed to the leg¬ 
end. That was the per¬ 
fect reason for me to 
start digging 

through the movies, 
and that’s how this 
show started.” 

In preparation for 
the Gypsy Gala, we 
boned up on the 
burlesque legend’s 
1957 memoir and 
Preminger’s Gypsy 
& Me: At Home and On the Road 
with Gypsy Rose Lee. In Gypsy we 
learn of Miss Lee’s mother 
Madam Rose’s laissez-faire atti¬ 
tude toward homosexuality when 
her driver came out to her as a les¬ 
bian: 

“‘Oh, for goodness’sake, Mur- 
phy,’ Mother said with a relieved 
sigh. ‘What a big fuss about noth¬ 
ing. You know how I am about 
things like that. Live and let live is 
what I always say. You go to your 
church and I’ll go to mine.’” 

One last flourish: a fiendishly 
clever teaser for Marc’s next pro¬ 
ject after the Gypsyfest on All 
Saints’ Day. Mr. Huestis is being 
coy about the details, but offers 
the following riddle, just like the 
one in Turandot: How can you 
have a White Christmas that’s 
“piping” hot & bloody, and fit for 
a (prom) queen?

Another opening in 
another town

e travels back to the Viet- 
nam War eight times a 
: week, but what’s fueling his 
dreams is a cozy house in New 
Jersey shared with that special 
man. While the nearly four years 
Brien Keith Fisher has spent on 
the road with Miss Saigon have 
made that house a financial pos¬ 
sibility, the tour has complicated 
the second part of his American 
dream. 

“It’s hard. It’s real hard,” Fisher 
said of the logistics of a romantic 
life when you’re living on the 
road. “I’m getting to the age now 
where I want to find the person 
I’m going to spend the rest of my 
life with, so when I do date, if it 
doesn’t hit instantly there’s no use, 
because I’ve only got a few 
months before I have to leave for 
the next city.” 

Unlike most touring shows 
that average only one or two 
weeks in a city, Miss Saigon (now 
at the Orpheum Theatre) plays 
for weeks and even months. Even 
so, Fisher has seen some 40 cities 
since he signed on as dance cap¬ 
tain and understudy for the mu¬ 
sical’s romantic male lead. “I’ve 
had two relationships since I’ve 
been on the road, the longest one 
lasting seven months,” the 33- 
year-old performer said. “We real¬ 
ly enjoyed each other’s company, 
but there is one place where I can 
reach my goals careerwise, and 
that’s New York, and in this case, it 
didn’t coincide with his goals.” 

The Indiana native arrived in 
New York in 1991 after getting his 
start in several theme-park pro¬ 
ductions, but it would be hard to 
call it home. His first job took him 
to Switzerland, where he played 
Rum Turn Tugger in Cats for 14 
months, and when an offer to 
serve as dance captain and under¬ 
study for the male lead in Sunset 
Boulevard on Broadway collapsed 
at the last moment, he signed up 
for the Miss Saigon tour and gave 
up his New York apartment. 

Luxury vehicle 

But if you’re going to be on the 
road, Miss Saigon is a good way to 
do it. One of the most technically 
elaborate productions ever to 
tour, it is a luxury vehicle guided 
by high-end producer Cameron 
Mackintosh, whose other credits 
include Cats, Les Miserables, and 
The Phantom of the Opera. Writ¬ 
ten by Alain Boublil and Claude- 
Michel Schonberg, who also 
wrote Les Miz, the all-sung musi¬ 
cal recasts the Madame Butterfly 
story in terms of the final days of 
the Vietnam War. 

The high-tech aspects of the 
production, highlighted by the 
onstage arrival of a helicopter in a 
climactic scene, often get top 
billing in stories written about the 
musical. “They always hype the 
helicopter,” Fisher said, “and peo¬ 
ple think, ‘Oh, it’s going to be this 
major techno thing,’ but the story 
is by far the focal point of the 
piece.” 

That story involves a young 
American soldier, Chris, who falls 
in love with Kim, a Vietnamese 
girl about to begin a life of prosti¬ 
tution. Their love affair is inter¬ 
rupted by the American evacua¬ 
tion of Saigon, and not knowing 


her fate, he returns to the United 
States, where he gets married but 
can’t forget the girl he left behind. 
When he finds out that she is not 
only alive, but raising their child, 
he returns to Saigon, where the 
reunion is a tragic one. Oversee¬ 
ing the proceedings as a kind of 
cynical emcee is a character 
known only as the Engineer. 

Chris is the role that Fisher un¬ 
derstudies, and he knows he will 
be playing the part in San Fran¬ 
cisco during Steve Pasquale’s two- 
week vacation at the beginning of 
October. There are also those un¬ 
expected appearances when 
Pasquale calls in sick. That hap¬ 
pened midway through the open¬ 
ing-night performance in Boston 
earlier this year, and Fisher had 
the chance to perform for the crit¬ 
ics — if only for the second half 
of the show. 

“I got great reviews in Boston,” 
Fisher said, and he acknowledged 
that returning to the relative ob¬ 
scurity of his regular job isn’t easy. 
“And it’s hard especially because 
I’m older than what they usually 
cast for Chris. My director tells 
me that I sing better than he’s ever 
heard it sung and he thinks I’m an 
excellent actor, but that’s when it 
gets down to a look, and I’m not 
21 .” 

Most of the time, Fisher is not 
on stage but in the audience, mak¬ 
ing sure the performers stay true 
to what choreographer Bob Avian 
created for the first production of 
Miss Saigon nine years ago. And 
while this touring company has 
been together for nearly four 
years, Fisher said it has stayed re¬ 
markably fresh. 

The cast, many too young to 
remember the Vietnam War, were 
shown documentaries about the 
war during rehearsals and had 
meetings with Vietnam vets who 
were actually present during the 
final evacuation of Saigon. That’s 
helped, Fisher said, to imbue a 
passion for the story. “And when 
you go out on stage and tell a 
good story, and then you come 
out of that stagedoor and you see 
a Vietnam vet crying and saying 
thank you for telling the story, it’s 
pretty hard not to keep the pas¬ 
sion.” 

So long, Saigon 

Even with that passion, Fisher 
knows that within the next year 
he should be saying his goodbyes 
to Saigon. “I’ve been traveling a 
long time now,” he said, “so it’s 


about time for me to go back to 
New York and make a decision 
not to tour again unless it’s for a 
principal role or a pre-Broadway 
tour.” Down the road — “after I 
lose my leading-man looks,” he 
said with a laugh — he hopes to 
be a director-choreographer in 
the Michael Bennett/Bob Fosse 
mode. 

When Fisher first arrived in 
New York, he wanted to be a song- 
and-dance man like Joel Grey. “I 
wanted to do it all, and little did I 
know that once I learned every¬ 
thing, the shows that really need¬ 
ed that are gone.” 

While he says he had a “raw 
talent” in dance, singing has al¬ 
ways been his first love. It was not 
necessarily a prized attribute in 
Anderson, Indiana. “I was called a 
faggot when I was really young 
because I was so into music, and 
that was even before I knew what 
a faggot was,” Fisher said. High 
school was better because he was a 
tennis star, but even as the other 
kids stopped calling him faggot, 
he began wondering if it was true. 
Once he decided it was, he got out 
of Indiana as fast as he could. 

His first professional gig was at 
the King’s Island theme park in 
Cincinnati. “That was eye-open¬ 
ing, because it was the first time I 
had ever been with openly gay 
people,” Fisher said. “When you’ve 
been suppressed your whole life 
and then you have this experience 
of seeing all these openly gay men, 

I think you go overboard. I con¬ 
sider myself very masculine now, 
but when I look back sometimes 
on stuff I wore and how I acted, I 
must have looked like the biggest 
queen in the world.” 

Now he’s moving into his 
white-picket-fence phase, and he’s 
looking forward to making 
friends during the musical’s long 
run in San Francisco — one of 
whom could be the person to 
share those picket-fence dreams. 

Sometimes Fisher uses the In¬ 
ternet chatrooms to meet people 
in a new city. “And I’m a pool 
player, so I go out to normal, jeans 
kind of bars, play pool and get to 
know people like that,” he said. 
“The kind of guy I’m looking for 
is just an average, normal guy.” T

sent, to deny homosexuals a place 
at the table of history emerges 
forcefully from evidence Dupre 
gathers. 


Dupre and his collaborators 
make it abundantly clear that so¬ 
ciety’s casual intolerance of ho¬ 
mosexuals does not sufficiently 
explain why lesbians and gay men 
have been excluded from the his¬ 
tory books. And Kelli Peterson’s 
own voice delineates the impact 
of this exclusion on those who 
continue to grow up in isolation, 
believing that they are the only 
homosexual in their neighbor¬ 
hood, city, or state. Peterson 
emerges as a remarkably intelli¬ 
gent, clear-eyed, and determined 
young woman whose actions 
throughout her struggle are wise, 
reasoned, and totally appropriate. 
And the support she receives from 
her understanding and accepting 
parents is inspirational. 

Out of the Past was chosen as 
Best Documentary at this year’s 
Sundance Film Festival, and it cer¬ 
tainly deserves a wide audience. 
Never stooping to the level of an 
agitprop harangue, Dupre’s film 
reveals itself as an intelligent ex¬ 
ploration of a subject many have 
avoided for years. And the outrage 
some viewers may feel arises nat¬ 
urally from a situation that could 
well serve as the definition of the 
term “outrageous.” But in the end, 
Kelli Peterson has the last laugh 
— and it is an exceedingly rich 
one. T 


| eff Dupre’s compelling doc- 

: umentary Out of the Past 
hangs its hat on the recent 
struggle of 17-year-old high 
school senior Kelli Peterson, and 
her attempts to form a 
Gay/Straight Alliance at her Salt 
Lake City high school. In 1996, 
Peterson’s “club” drove her pre¬ 
dominantly Mormon hometown 
both up the wall and into the 
streets. The local school board 
ended up voting to ban all 
non-academic clubs, and the Utah 
State Legislature passed a law ban¬ 
ning any club that dared to dis¬ 
cuss human sexuality or bigotry. 

This sorry state of civic affairs 
is the touchstone for filmmaker 
Dupre’s exploration of gay and 
lesbian history, and more specifi¬ 
cally, the way prominent and in¬ 
fluential homosexuals have had 
their sexual orientation excised 
from the history books. Struc¬ 
turally, Dupre integrates the story 
of Kelli Peterson with the stories 
of five lesbians and gay men from 
the seventeenth century to the 
present. The voices of the de¬ 
ceased activists are given life by 
actors Stephen Spinella, Gwyneth 
Paltrow, Cherry Jones, Edward 
Norton, and Leland Gantt. Sever¬ 
al contemporary scholars and his¬ 
torians add current perspectives 
to the stories of those who sought 
to obtain equal treatment under 
the law. 

Michelle Ferrari produces a lit¬ 
erate script that always engages 
the viewer. And producer/director 
Dupre intercuts the stories from 
the past with Kelli Peterson’s re¬ 
cent struggles. The film maintains 
a remarkably even tone through¬ 
out, never lapsing into strident 
posturing, and it makes its case in 
a straightforward and dispassion¬ 
ate manner. Yet at the same time, 
the viewer is irresistibly drawn 
into the personal lives and strug¬ 
gles of the protagonists.

Games psychologists play

| n obscure real-life murder 
case from the 1920s is the 
basis for Raul Ruiz’s clever 
but disappointing Genealogies of a 
Crime (1997). Catherine Deneuve 
fans will be more thrilled by this 
film than those looking for a co¬ 
herent story: the Chilean-born di¬ 
rector, who’s lived and worked 
mostly in Paris since 1973, has 
cast their ageless fave, now almost 
55, in a dual role. As Solange, she’s 
a depressed lawyer defending a 
young man accused of killing his 
psychiatrist aunt. In a series of in¬ 
tricate flashbacks whose truth — 
thanks to Ruiz’s unwieldy struc¬ 
turing — we’re never quite sure 
of, she also plays Jeanne, the mur¬ 
dered aunt, in a red fright wig. 

Jeanne, it seems, was a mem¬ 
ber of a group of renegade shrinks 
who believe that the homicidal 
actions of adults can be predicted 
when they are children. To this 
end, she adopts her violent or¬ 
phaned nephew Rene (Melvil 
Poupaud) and watches him grow, 
keeping a detailed record of his 
activities and developing what 
looks like a more than passing in¬ 
terest in him. Jeanne’s mentor in 
all this is Georges Didier (Michel 
Piccoli), a boorish eccentric who 
spends his time stealing spoons 
from restaurants and engaging in 
screaming matches with his many 
enemies, real and imagined. Chief 
among the latter is the head of a 


rival psychoanalytic sect, a queen¬ 
ly aesthete named Christian (An- 
drezj Seweryn) whose main activ¬ 
ity, like many of these characters, 
is popping up out of nowhere to 
barge in on somebody else’s scene. 

Solange, who has never won a 
case (as her mother keeps re¬ 
minding her), takes up the de¬ 
fense of Rene with gusto, poring 
over Jeanne’s diary and, as in 
Laura, letting the spirit of the 
dead woman more or less possess 
her. Endlessly harassed by her 
tiny, obnoxious mother, and 
grieving over the loss of her son in 
a car wreck, Solange attempts to 
put some order in her own 
wretched life by solving the puz¬ 
zle of the Rene-Jeanne relation¬ 
ship. The only witness to the mur¬ 
der is Didier, who claims it hap¬ 
pened during a psychoanalysis 
session (which in recreation looks 
like a particularly strained mo¬ 
ment at an actor’s workshop), 


with Jeanne apparently pushing 
her nephew into it for reasons that 
are never made clear. One of the 
driving strategies of Jeanne, Didi¬ 
er, and their group is a psycholog¬ 
ical game in which two people 
pretend to be each other; this was 
a constant activity between Jeanne 
and Rene. During their first meet¬ 
ing, Solange and Rene also play 
this scary game, in a bizarre pre¬ 
lude to a romantic involvement. 

Crazy quilt 

Genealogies of a Crime is a 
crazy quilt of generic graftings. 
Part policier, part problem drama, 
with some black comedy thrown 
in along with touches of magic re¬ 
alism and gore, the film has some 
memorable set-pieces, but they 
never gel into a recognizable 
whole. Ruiz gets serious comic 
mileage out of scenes between 
Solange and her mother; never has 
a homemade salad dressing, creat¬

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ed by Solange and roundly reviled 
by mama, been the source of so 
much comic anguish. The scenes 
between Didier and everybody in 
his path also resonate; an extended 
argument between him and a 
feisty, much younger waiter de¬ 
volves hilariously into a frustrated 
attempt to find a time in which 
both will be available for a fight. 

The more serious scenes, if we 
can call them that, tend to fizzle 
because Ruiz forces the audience 
to work too hard for too little re¬ 
turn. Ultimately, his characters are 
little more than ciphers decorat¬ 
ing series of murky tableaux. The 
director has been compared to 
Luis Bunuel and Jorge Luis 
Borges, but Genealogies of a Crime 
doesn’t support such compar¬ 
isons. Part of the problem lies 
with the material, which is almost 
too outre to be interesting or 
credible in spite of the fact that it’s 
based on a real case. And part of 
it lies with Ruiz, who attenuates to 


exhausting lengths the guessing 
game of who these characters are 
and who did what to whom. A 
“surprise ending” is both unbe¬ 
lievable and unwelcome. 

To his credit, Ruiz does have a 
way with actors, even if the char¬ 
acters they play are ultimately too 
contrived to be of interest. Michel 
Piccoli, familiar from French clas¬ 
sics like Contempt, nicely evokes 
the madness of Didier with his 
sudden hollow laugh and hyper¬ 
dramatics. Bernadette Lafont is 
amusingly evil as Solange’s moth¬ 
er, always happy to give an extra 
twist to the knife she’s stuck in her 
daughter’s back. And Catherine 
Deneuve at least looks good. Even 
in a thankless role (or two), she 
gracefully disproves the tired 
cliche that aging actresses can’t 
engage an audience. T

1 Broadway Damage' in Greenwich Village

roadway Damage is a slight 
romantic comedy that gives 
man-to-man face-sucking 
long overdue equal time. Even the 
cockroaches in Greenwich Village 
seem cute, and Manhattan is no 
more intimidating than an 
episode of Green Acres. This is the 
world writer/director/editor Vic¬ 
tor Mignatti recalls from his own 
NYU college days and seeks to 
recreate on film. There is so much 
cockeyed optimism here, you half 
expect Julie Andrews to slide 
down a fire escape and warble a 
few tunes from The Sound of 
Music. New York is in for an inva¬ 
sion of perky white gay boys; 
Bergdorfs may never be the same. 

Marc suffers from “Broadway 
damage” — a condition brought 
on by show tunes that leads one to 
seek employment in the musical 
theater. Michael Shawn Lucas, 
who portrays the hunky Marc, is 
as physically attractive as any 
human being without an upper 
lip can be. Marc works in tele¬ 
phone sales and goes on unsuc¬ 



cessful auditions between trysts 
with men he picks up on the 
street. Aaron Williams has the 
more thankless task of making 
Robert, the whiny wannabe com¬ 
poser, into a three-dimensional 
human being. Hampered not only 
by his dialogue, but by a 1964 
Beatles haircut, Williams portrays 
Robert’s unrequited love for Marc 
in both words and music. 
Williams is so charisma-impaired 
that when Marc finally has a 
change of heart about Robert 
(one that comes as a complete 
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non sequitur in the plot), most 
viewers will think Marc needs to 
be shipped off to Bellevue. But it’s 
Mara Hobel who has the reality 
crisis in Broadway Damage. She 
chews the scenery with gusto 
from start to finish as Marc’s 
roommate Cynthia, the quintes¬ 
sential fag hag. 

Hobel is best known for por¬ 
traying the adolescent Christina 
Crawford in Mommie Dearest, but 
the adult Hobel has grown into a 
very big-boned girl. Her Cynthia 
is an immature overeater who 
pursues success in the Manhattan 
publishing world by placing an¬ 
noying telephone calls to editors. 
When Cynthia’s wealthy parents 
cut off her stipend, she gets to or¬ 
chestrate her nervous breakdown 
back at the family estate. A fash¬ 
ion maven of the first order, Cyn¬ 
thia is swathed in Givenchy and 
given to unmotivated pontifica- 
tion on just about everything. Al¬ 
though frequently over the top, 
Hobel makes Cynthia the most 
colorful and engaging individual 
in Broadway Damage's cast of 
characters. 

Just enough sleaze 

In the supporting role of 
David, Hugh Panaro brings just 
the right amount of sleaze to the 
production. You believe David is 
capable of almost anything when 
he plays Marc for the fool. His 
thespian efforts — and one really 
good musical number — are why 
it took me so long time to figure 
out why this paean to youthful ex¬ 
uberance and inexperience falls so 
flat. In Broadway Damage, Marc 
and Cynthia are supposed to be 
recent NYU graduates, a fact that 
is glossed over by the film. Yet 
these roommates, and their com¬ 
panions Robert and David, all ap¬ 
pear to be pushing 30. The casting 
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of these actors causes the scripted 
naivete of their characters to play 
as disingenuousness. Mignatti’s 
actors are forced to utter lines so 
ridiculously lame that plausibility 
walks right out the door. The 
teens of television’s Dawson’s 
Creek have more mature dialogue 
and believable situations than 
these supposedly youthful 
denizens of Greenwich Village. 

For many years, lesbian and 
gay film images have been pejora¬ 
tive or conspicuously absent, a 
fact documented many years ago 
in Vito Russo’s The Celluloid Clos¬ 
et. Independent and studio films 
about gay people are now begin¬ 
ning to get national distribution 
(instead of playing to the choir at 
gay/lesbian film festivals), but 
movies like Broadway Damage 
provide almost as much reason 
for despair as optimism. 1998 has 
already seen the release of Kiss Me, 
Guido and Billy’s Hollywood 
Screen Kiss, two independent pro¬ 
ductions that, like Broadway 
Damage, have about as much 
depth as the Los Angeles River. In¬ 
stitutionalized prejudice, social 
scorn, employment discrimina¬ 
tion, and ghetto living are all con¬ 
spicuously ignored or served up 
as light comedy. (AIDS: Gee, that 
was fun.) Broadway Damage even 
has one scene where Robert tricks 
with a fortyish gay man and later 
asks him if he lost many friends to 
AIDS. The man replies, “All of 
them.” Then Robert — a sexually 
active contemporary gay man 
who lives in Greenwich Village — 
opines how awful it must have 
been. Hello? Denial or dementia 
are the only possible explanations 
for dismissing an ongoing inter¬ 
national health crisis as a quaint 
and distant memory. 

In Broadway Damage, Vincent 
Mignatti assigns himself the diffi¬ 
cult task of recreating that special 
period when individuals put col¬ 
lege behind them and take their 
first tentative steps out into the 
world. But Mignatti’s rose-col¬ 
ored glasses do not serve his sub¬ 
ject well. Despite the film’s natur¬ 
al treatment of same-sex ro¬ 
mance, an enormous credibility 
gap sinks this well-intended es¬ 
capist romance. T

Let’s get physical

• alf a decade ago, I spent a 
year studying Butoh dance 
with Hiroko Tamano. Al¬ 
though I was very eager to explore 
new territory, before the first class 
I could feel that she had doubts 
about my suitability to the form, 
since I had a long history of clas¬ 
sical ballet and American modern 
dance. Then she asked me how I 
prepared to dance in Swan Lake 
(which I had done long ago in a 
corps de ballet). I replied that I 
had gone to the park and watched 
the graceful birds swimming on 
the pond, preening themselves on 
the grass and snapping at each 
other. She nodded and said that 
she did the same direct observa¬ 
tion of nature. After that, we 
seemed to have no reservations 
about each other in the roles of 
teacher and student. At the end of 
the year, I danced a short (by 
Butoh standards) piece she set on 
me. From an internal point of 
view, it was one of the most amaz¬ 
ing performances I’ve ever expe¬ 
rienced. In one section, my vision 
became so altered that I momen¬ 
tarily believed that my contact 
lenses must have popped out. 
How the audience perceived my 
dancing is another question. 

Because Butoh ideally should 
originate from a deep internal 
place, it can be powerfully moving 
when performed by the highest 
level of artists, but it can appear 
totally self-indulgent when at¬ 
tempted by those less proficient. 
This was the case at the fourth an¬ 
nual San Francisco Butoh Festi¬ 
val’s two programs presented at 
the Cowell Theater this past week¬ 
end. 

In an art form only 39 years 
old, it would seem odd to call one 
artist more traditional than oth¬ 
ers who are out forging new 
paths. Katsura Kan falls into the 
former school. In White Elephant, 
he appeared in the customary 
loincloth and whitened body to 
mesmerize the audience with a 
physical technique that tran¬ 
scended everything. While specta¬ 
tors sat almost immobile in si¬ 
lence, his concentration and de¬ 


votion to the minutest detail of 
his movements was uncanny. 
Whether walking from the back of 
the stage to the front at a glacial 
pace, or hanging suspended from 
a rope by one foot articulating 
one scapula, he commanded un¬ 
divided attention. Every finger 
and toe, every muscle in his face 
as he displayed an enormous 
range of expressions, was used in 
service to his art. In the program 
notes he writes that his artistic 
motivation is to create a purely 
Asian expression free of Western 
influence, so in an ironic finale he 
walks to the edge of the stage 
while “Somewhere Over the Rain¬ 
bow” fills the theater. He wears a 
open-mouthed smile of near ec¬ 
stasy which slows fades and be¬ 
comes a solemn mask of troubled 
thoughts and then deep contem¬ 
plation. No manufactured happy 
endings, only reality in the present 
moment. 

Abe “M”aria followed Kan on 
the first program with White 
Noise. Her raw intensity and 
kamikaze attack were startling. I 
doubt I have ever seen anyone 
move with more speed and aban¬ 
don. What a contrast with the 
“traditional” Butoh approach. But 
most of the satisfaction was her 
own, as after the initial impact 
wore off, there wasn’t enough 
structure or choreography to hold 
my interest. To conclude the 
evening, Yan-Shu, a group of four, 
performed Fisherman’s Art Facto¬ 
ry. While there were some beauti¬ 
ful moments, and a strangely hu¬ 
morous use of blowing bubbles 
with bubblegum, my standards 
had been raised by Katsura Kan’s 
performance earlier, and I found 
my attention drifting. One diffi¬ 
culty with much Butoh is that the 
slow pace can be deadly to a per¬ 
former lacking the strength and 
presence to continually engage the 
audience. 

Widespread influence 

One of the main missions of 
the SF Butoh Festival is to show 
the diverse range of styles within 
the Butoh community and 
Butoh’s widespread influence on 
dance. Both Masahide Ohmori 
and Gustavo Collini Sartor re-

curtain raises at one point to form 
a blue triangle, only to close up 
again. Beethoven’s Moonlight 
Sonata plays, with a sense of dev¬ 
astating futility. While perhaps a 
bit long, this piece was nonethe¬ 
less so evocative I am still carry¬ 
ing it with me. 

Sartor’s Tango Butoh, on the 
other hand, failed to engage me 
on a deeper level. While he at¬ 
tempted to conjure up various 
contrasting moods, I only felt a 
flamboyant campiness or pseudo- 
dramatic presence. Had he exe¬ 
cuted his choreography with 
greater precision and technical fi¬ 
nesse, or at the very least created 
an interesting personal vocabu¬ 
lary, I might have been more in¬ 
terested in searching for his un¬ 
derlying meaning. 

For a while I believed that 
Butoh was an acquired taste, but I 
think it would be more accurate 


to say that it is like any other 
dance form. There will always be 
hardcore proponents, some inter¬ 
ested observers, and detractors. As 
the lines blur more and more be¬ 
tween various styles, it would be 
fair to say that ultimately, there is 
just good dance and bad dance. 
Any form has interpreters of the 
highest rank who can transcend 
the limitations of that form, and 
also mere practitioners who go 
through the motions of it. Butoh 
is no exception. ▼

vealed more facets and possibili¬ 
ties of this dance form on the sec¬ 
ond program. The Claw of the 
Ammonite/Leave as it is danced by 
Ohmori is a piece that continues 
to grow on me. While at the time 
of viewing it I didn’t understand 
fully all the choreographer/per¬ 
former’s intentions, his ability to 
etch images deeply into my mind 
allowed me to delve into it for sev¬ 
eral days thereafter and make on¬ 
going discoveries. To Sibelius’ The 
Swan of Tuonela Ohmori enters 
dressed in slacks, shirt and tie, 
shoulder-length hair drawn back 
into a ponytail. He projects such 
tremendous force into his hands 
that you can only imagine what 
violence he may do to anyone 
who crosses his path. Eventually 
he inverts the energy, grabbing his 
own tie and creating a suicide-by- 
hanging image. His pacing is rem¬ 
iniscent of Kabuki theater: very 
little seems to happen for a long 
time, yet somehow the tension 
builds and is released with a un¬ 
expected or sudden movement. 
He unfurls a red ribbon with ex¬ 
plosive intensity, walks along it 
and gathers it into a tangled arm¬ 
ful. He emerges from the wings 
kneeling in a black hooded robe, 
and his face and hands seem to 
float across the stage, a ghostly 
crone casting spells with mysteri¬ 
ous gestures. He appears in the 
middle of the audience in a white 
dress with his hair flying wildly. 
Once on stage, he removes his 
blue rubber gloves, and the black

am only a part-time opera 
. queen, so it’s taken me longer 

than it should to discover that 
what opera-lovers seek, besides an 
adored d^a’s performance, is not a 
continuous four hours of music 
and drama, but exquisite mo¬ 
ments: that heart-stopping aria, 
that distilled emotion, that quiet 
gesture that weighs like star matter 
in the scales against ordinary life. 

That is why I am willing to sit 
through Mozart, for instance, 
whose work, I think, suffers from 
his choice of silly plots. Make no 
mistake: I adore Cosi Fan Tutte, 
The Marriage of Figaro, and even 
the occasional semi-staging of La 
Finta Giardiniera, but really, real¬ 
ly, girls, admit it: in order to 
match the nonsense of these 
farces, Mozart wrote some rather 
giddy patches. Admit!: the mos- 
quitoey teasing opening lines of 
Cosi Fan Tutte:“La mia Dorabella, 
ca-whine-whine-whine!” or the 
dopey recitative of The Abduction 


from the Seraglio — admit! 

And yet. Take the idiotic, 
misogynist Cosi Fan Tutte: a man 
bets his buddy that his own 
girlfriend is more true to him \ / 
than the others, and in order 
to prove it, they plan to leave 
town on the pretense of 
going to war — yeah, that’s 
a good excuse, go to war! — 
so they can return in the 
disguise of, ummm, Bulgar¬ 
ians, in order to test the loyal¬ 
ties of the 
ladies. Mad¬ 
cap misad¬ 
ventures 
ensue. 

But in the merriness of the 
farce, matched by Mozart’s 
melodies, the drama stumbles 
onto its own seriousness. These 
men know they aren’t actually 
going to war, but their girlfriends 
do not, and in the big farewell 
scene, there is the moment, glori¬ 
ous and heartbreaking, in which 
these ladies are convinced that 
they will never see their boys 
again. “Oh, the cruel bitterness of 
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parting!” sings one, and the other: 
“”My heart is breaking in two!” a 
lament that cannot be outshout- 
ed by the idiotic boys singing, “I 
shall burst if I don’t laugh!” 
Mozart can do nothing but 
drown out his own dogger¬ 
el with the power of real 
feeling in that moment. 
And within a few bars, 
the stupid boys are con¬ 
vinced of the sadness, too, 
and join in a lovely, painful 
quartet. It is 
a moment 
that is un¬ 
earned. It 
comes to Mozart and then to us as 
a gift, and we treat it as such. 

Buffoon boyfriends 

Mozart was a boy genius, and 
never did grow old. He brought to 
his operas very little of life’s expe¬ 
rience, since he spent most of his 
in concert halls; it’s easy for me to 
see him as one of the two buffoon 
boyfriends in Cosi whose comedy 
comes at the cruel expense of oth¬ 
ers. But how strangely the comedy 
and the sadness blend in that 
quartet! Mozart knew only at the 
end of his life the many sorrows 
and pains that accumulate over 
years, that soften the rough edges. 
“Youth is cruelly self-absorbed,” 
says Iris Murdoch. Perhaps we, 
like Mozart, don’t recognize our 
own cruelty until life has been a 
little cruel to us. 

Growing older, for me, has 
meant learning to blend comedy, 
cruelty, sorrow, and a wealth of 
other complex emotions into a 
rich broth — and to recognize 
these odd concoctions, these un¬ 
earned moments that come, like 
grace. Let me call these moments 
romance. For romance, which 
needs a broader definition to em¬ 
brace more than the typical hearts 
and flowers, is what helps salvage 
the general misery that can be life. 

Salvage. I’ve heard “salvage 
case” used to describe my friends 
whose immune systems have been 
so wrecked that they are just try¬ 
ing to maintain a minimal level of 
existence through the right com-

bination of chemicals that aren’t 
too toxic for the body to endure. 

To say that HIV has enriched or 
romanticized my life is to oversim¬ 
plify a complex puzzle of events 
and years that includes more than 
its fair share of unearned mo¬ 
ments. These unearned moments 
happen more often as I get older, 
and I wonder why. One would 
think that the heart would learn to 
shut down in order to protect itself 
from a difficult world, but instead, 
mine tends to dilate with frighten¬ 
ing ease at the oddest things — 
sudden affinities, the kind I would 
have sneered at when I was twenty, 
with Kodak commercials or sappy 
straight-to-video movies, or roco- 


upon displeasure as much as they 
do pleasure. 

In my queer youth, I was as 
susceptible as the next guy to the 
notion that life was perfectible. 
Just as soon as I was buff enough, 
smart enough, cultured enough, 
and as soon as I found my coun¬ 
terpart of equal perfection, I 
would have the perfect romance.

co furniture. Am I merely becom¬ 
ing sentimental? 

By “unearned moments,” I 
mean moments of pure and unan¬ 
ticipated joy. They happen most 
when I’m in a state of world-weari¬ 
ness created from the loss of dead 
lovers, arguments with live ones, 
lack of sleep, or strained financial 
circumstances. It seems that when 
I am stripped of protection, it’s not 
just trouble that I’m wide open to, 
but pleasure, or a fabulous combi¬ 
nation of the two. 

Giftscape 

The circumstances are almost 
inexplicable: I drive home across 
the Bay Bridge in the dark ex¬ 
hausted after a long night of 
teaching, and I rally as I behold 
the cityscape like piles of gifts. 
Right after an argument, my part¬ 
ner Anthony and I turn to each 
other and say the same punchline 
to a private joke. Rained on by El 
Nino once again, I find myself 
soaked and yet marveling at 
Tomatoland at the farmers’ mar¬ 
ket. Pulling out my mail, I groan 
at the ridiculous Visa bill, and 
then I unwrap the new National 
Geographic, which comes with 3- 
D glasses. Almost hit in the cross¬ 
walk by yet another annoying 4- 
wheel drive vehicle, I look up and 
a pretty girl smiles at me from a 
beat-up convertible. The joy of 
these examples seem to depend 


become — and the more roman¬ 
tic I become. I’m relieved. 

All this leads me to a small but 
germane contradiction: in gaining 
experience, which is how we learn 
compassion and the ability to ap¬ 
preciate life’s unearned moments, 
we flaunt an innocence that we 
lose a piece of with each experi¬ 
ence gained. Do we suffer through 
disasters like AIDS or, in a more 
Mozartian vein, wars, in order to 
undo ourselves, so that we can re¬ 
gain that fleeting bliss? Aren’t we 
better off locked in a room read¬ 
ing about the stuff instead? As 
Elizabeth Bishop asks, “Should we 
have stayed at home and thought 
of here?” 

Study isn’t enough. No amount 
of booklearning could make me 
love Mozart’s operas; indeed, 
booklearning would make it easy 
for me to dismiss them outright. 
But experience allows me to sal¬ 
vage unearned joy from the daily 
disasters. That’s why I’m more 
than happy to watch the increasing 
number of gray hairs that fall in 
clumps each time I put on the bar¬ 
ber’s bib, and the clippers clip. ▼

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Christian Nova's ' Walking Happy 1 

Sentimental journey

hristian Nova is balanced 
... barefoot on a train track on 
the cover of his recently-re¬ 
leased debut album Walking 
Happy, and the songs are listed on 
a reader board titled Train Depar¬ 
tures. As Nova says in his liner 
notes, “Travel and trains and jour¬ 
neys are something of a focus of 
this album.” The leitmotif run¬ 
ning through the fourteen cuts is 
indeed of journeying. But as Nova 
adds, “You don’t necessarily have 
to go anywhere to take a journey.” 
These fourteen songs take the 
careful listener on an emotional 
journey, one not always necessar¬ 
ily happy, but ultimately reward¬ 
ing. 


No stranger to travel, having 
toured in the title role of Andrew 
Lloyd Webber’s Phantom of the 
Opera before winning the coveted 
Manhattan Association of Clubs 
and Cabarets (MAC) Award for 
Outstanding Male Vocalist, Nova 
has appeared at Don’t Tell 
Mama’s, The Duplex, and 88’s, 
and in the Bay Area at the Plush 
Room, Larkspur Cafe, and at the 
Second Annual West Coast 
Cabaret Convention. If you wend 
your way to Star Classics on Sun¬ 
day, August 30 at 5 p.m., you‘11 
have an opportunity to hear 
Nova, who will have traveled (by 
train?) from New York to share his 
heartfelt singing. 

Nova’s voice, alternately force¬ 
ful and fragile, is used to good ef¬ 
fect on Walking Happy, a collec¬ 


tion, of sorts, of his greatest hits. 
He skillfully invests each song 
with a personal emotional inten¬ 
sity, bringing the lyrics alive, en¬ 
couraging us to really hear the 
sentiments, whether they are em¬ 
bedded in familiar favorites or in 
songs we’ve never heard before. 

Unlikely combinations of well- 
worn songs are deftly interwoven. 
“Walking Happy” by Sammy 
Cahn and James Van Heusen is 
coupled with Lerner and Loewe’s 
“On the Street Where You Live.” 
Beginning Mancini and Mercer’s 
“Moon River” a cappella, Nova 
invokes Holly Golightly singing 
the song sitting on her fire escape, 
before segueing into Sondheim’s 
“Take Me to the World.” And the 
fleetingness of life’s pleasures is 
evoked in the lovely medley “I 



Thought About You” by Mercer 
and Van Heusen, and Emily 
Sabers’ “History of Us.” 

In addition to the familiar 
songs, Nova takes risks by includ¬ 
ing many songs by new songwrit¬ 
ers. Christopher Denny, Nova’s 
musical director and arranger, of¬ 


fers an unabashedly romantic 
“Anywhere with You,” wanting to 
be with his beloved whether that 
be in Paris in October, New York 
at Christmas, or wherever they 
can be together. Tom Brown’s 
poignant “Jonathan Wesley Oliv¬ 
er, Jr.” catches the listener off¬ 
guard with its simple sadness. 
“What You’d Call a Dream” by 
Craig Carnelia is a memory trip 
back to a youthful baseball game. 
And sometimes the journeying is 
done by a loved one who won’t be 
forgotten, as in “Not Even If I 
Try.” 

While the album includes a 
few clinkers (like the sappy “Sweet 
Gingerbread Man” and the histri¬ 
onic “American Hymn”), the trip 
that Nova takes us on is one filled 
with love, longing, and loss. ▼ 




Liquid lunatic daisy

- he albums Make Some Noise 
by Liquid Soul (Ark 21), 
Metropol by Lunatic Calm 
(City Of Angels), and Jesus Hits Like 
The Atom Bomb by Tripping Daisy 
(Island) perfectly illustrate the cur¬ 
rent variety of styles and sounds 
available for the music lover. To¬ 
gether, they are the very definition 
of something for everyone. 

On their major-label debut 
disc, Chicago-area favorites Liq¬ 
uid Soul do what they do best, 
fusing their brand of funk and 
jazz and hip-hop to come up with 
a thirteen-track party in the guise 
of a CD. Liquid Soul is said to be 
one of those bands whose live per¬ 
formances made them what they 
are. Never having seen them live 
but having listened to their 
album, I can say that that’s proba¬ 
bly true, since the disc runs the 
risk of being boring a few too 
many times for my taste. Howev¬ 
er, tracks such as “Yankee Girl,” 
“Cookie’s Puss,” “No Cents,” “My 
Three S.O.B.’s,” and “Opium 
Jacuzzi” were interesting enough 
to make me want to attend a Liq¬ 
uid Soul concert. 


If Liquid Soul has the potential 
to encourage their fans to take up 
swing dancing, then Lunatic Calm 
could be said to have the potential 
to encourage their fans to wreak 
havoc. Lunatic Calm makes tech- 
no-metal on Metropol, a la Stab¬ 
bing Westward, that has its mo¬ 
ments, but moments aren’t 
enough to fill an entire CD. If you 
take a look at the Billboard Hot 
100 singles and Hot 200 albums 
charts, you can pretty plainly see 
that electronica (metal or other¬ 
wise) is not electrifying the charts 
in ways that some had hoped. 
Still, albums such as Lunatic 
Calm’s Metropol are making their 
way to me by the dozens on a 
weekly basis. While Lunatic Calm 
isn’t doing anything new, they are 
certainly doing it differently on 
tracks such as “Choke,” “Melt¬ 
down,” “Punkywhitenisething,” 
“The Sound,” and the title track. 

A minor distraction from a few 
years ago, Tripping Daisy is back 
like a nagging toothache. Self¬ 
consciously silly, Tripping Daisy is 
likely to become a footnote, if 
band members aren’t careful. 
“Field Day Jitters,” “Sonic Boom,” 
“Mechanical Breakdown,” “Pillar,” 
“Eight Ladies,” and “About The

what forgettable), but they aren’t 
strong enough to carry the rest of 
the load, which includes “Waited 
A Light Year,” “Our Drive To The 
Sun/Can A Man Mark It?,” and 
“Human Contact.”

Dark lady 

Performance artist nonpareil 
Laurie Anderson is coming to 
the Bay Area, if not exactly to San 
Francisco.

tionalism, to the level of high art. 

The hope is more than casual, 
since anything less than a solidly 
conceptualized and skillfully real¬ 
ized portrayal of one of the cen¬ 
tury’s most horrific serial killers 
— who happened to be gay — 
would reduce to farce, and come¬ 
dy is not what is intended by these 
men. They mean the work to be 
dead serious. 

(Fittingly and helpfully, other 
works in the evening’s program 
revolve around the poetry of 
Rimbaud and Baudelaire, two 
other explorers of delirium and 
sexual transgression.) 

The conundrum is that the 
collaborators, if they succeed, may 
well translate Dahmer the pariah 
into Dahmer the queer icon of sex 
and death, a feat not devoutly to 
be wished, at least by some. 

The trio of risk-takers, poet 
Thom Gunn, composer/pianist 
Jay Lyon, and tenor vocalist and 
actor Len Moors, decided some 
months ago (or even years ago, in 
Gunn’s case) to embrace the dark 
muse uhleashed by Dahmer’s all- 
too-fragile, all-too-human nature. 
Together, in a piece entitled Trou¬ 
badour (from an obscure refer¬ 
ence in the headnote to Pound’s 
Na Audiart ), they have set out to 
represent Dahmer as they imagine 
he was, a sane but socially isolat¬ 
ed, sexually obsessed and emo¬ 
tionally crippled man who would 
not, could not let go of the people 
he “loved.” 

Love and death 

“Jeffrey Dahmer encapsulates 
two of the primary — maybe the 
two primary themes of romantic 
poetry,” says Lyon, who has taken 
a series of poems in the imagined 
voice of Dahmer written by 
Gunn, and created an at times dis¬ 
sonant, moody song cycle with 
them, to be sung and acted by 
Moors, whose powerful tenor and 
ability to project Dahmer’s pre¬ 
sumed state of mind promise to 
electrify audiences. “All romantic 
poetry is love and death. In a very 
perverse way, Jeffrey Dahmer rep¬ 
resented the destiny of all the peo¬ 
ple he came in contact with. He 
was their last lover, and he was 
their executioner.” 

In creating the first of the 
poems, Gunn drew inspiration 
from an article by Patricia High- 
smith in the Times Literary Sup¬ 
plement, in which “she describes 
the circumstances of the first 
murder. The 18-year-old Dahmer 
picked up a hitchhiker notable for 
his bare chest (which [Dahmer] 
considered the prime feature of 
male beauty), and asked him 
home for a beer. After the beer 
and some conversation, the hitch¬ 
hiker turned to leave, on the way 
to see his girlfriend: ‘Dahmer 
began to feel the pangs of loss; in 
minutes Steve would leave the 
house, and he would never see 
him again.’ This is the sentence 
that lit up the whole account.” 

The desire to possess, to hold 
on to the object of passion, Gunn 
holds, “is inescapable and irra¬ 
tional, and we have all been 
through it. Dahmer’s difference 
from the rest of us lay only in the 
way he acted on it. Coming be¬ 
hind the visitor, he choked him to 
death with a dumb-bell.” 

And so begins the first, oddly 
sentimentalized poem, “Hitchhik¬ 
er”: 

Oh do not leave me now. 

All that I ever wanted is com¬ 
pressed 

In your sole body. As you turn 
to go 

I know that I must keep you, 
and know how,

Thom Gunn* 


Looking for 
A Great 


For I must hold the ribbed 
arch of your chest 

And taste your boyish glow. 

Not splashy 

Nowhere in Gunn’s Troubadour 
verses do we find horror splashed 
about like the bloody mess one 
might expect from such subject 
matter. Instead, with disconcerting 
tenderness, Gunn focuses primari¬ 
ly on his subject’s almost hum¬ 
drum, day-to-day acts and delu¬ 
sional, self-pitying thoughts: his 
getting drunk at home alone, mas¬ 
turbating endlessly, poring over 
pictures in Iron Man magazine, and 
mentally recounting (in the poem 
“A Borrowed Man”) each beloved 
feature of his victims that he 
wished to preserve: 

The sidelong hungry look of him, 
From him a stammer, from an¬ 
other 

A single bicep blue with Mother, 
From one a scalp, with hair’s re¬ 
galia, 

From one large hands and lazy 
grin, 

From someone reddened geni¬ 
talia, 

And last, the image of the chest 
From my original conquest.... 

“He used to masturbate to 
those old murder-mystery maga¬ 
zines where on the covers there’d 
be a scantily clad woman being 
killed or strangled,” says Moors, 
who studied Dahmer’s life in de¬ 
tail to prepare for taking on the 
role. “And you’d never see the per¬ 
petrator, the person inflicting the 
pain. There’d be a dark figure, and 
you’d see the woman. He mastur¬ 
bated to those. It wasn’t because 
of the woman, the body. It was the 
scene, what was happening to her, 
that excited him.” 

In this, Moors echoes French 
philosopher Georges Bataille, who 
declared that “to despoil is the 
essence of eroticism” and insisted 
that “beauty is desired in order 
that it may be befouled; not for its 
own sake, but for the joy brought 
by the certainty of profaning it.” 

De Sade understood this, as 
did Genet. They wrapped their 
words around the idea and creat¬ 
ed art so profoundly disturbing to 
the genteel sensibilities of their 
day, they were reviled for perpe¬ 
trating hideousness. 

Moors acknowledges the work 
tends to humanize Dahmer, 
which disturbed him initially “be¬ 
cause I didn’t want to have any 
empathy whatsoever for this per¬ 
son. At first I was extremely afraid 
of the material for the subject 
matter. I finally ended up decid¬ 
ing I wanted to do it to get into a 
place inside myself as a performer, 
to see what I could find in there, 
to overcome the dark.” 

The public, too, might harbor 
an aversion to the material, but 
Lyon urges keeping an open 


mind: “I ask people who might be 
inclined to turn away from the 
Jeffrey Dahmer production be¬ 
cause of the topic to reserve judg¬ 
ment, and realize you haven’t 
heard the piece. There may be 
value for you in it. I certainly be¬ 
lieve that any topic which is al¬ 
lowed to appear in the news sec¬ 
tions of papers for months on end 
should not be taboo for artists.” T

community. Because I was out of 
the country, I was sort of like a 
mysterious figure. Seriously, peo¬ 
ple referred to me that way because 
I lived overseas for so long, and 
people didn’t really know about 
me, and I was really, really pleased 
[to get the award]. I so much have 
wanted this book to get out to peo¬ 
ple in our community, because it is 
something different. 

You're now working on a novel in 
verse? 

It’s called Riders on the Back of 
Silence, and it’s about two fami¬ 
lies, one of them is American and 
the other is Italian American, half 
Jewish, and half Catholic. It’s a 
book about the mystery of your 
parents, how you don’t really have 
the facts about them, and yet 
they’re the essential keys to your 
life. There’s often a tendency to 
sort of reenact your parents’ lives 
and challenges, and that’s a lot of 
what [the novel] is about. Also 
part of what it’s about is the sort 
of enduring legacy of World War 
II. And it’s about family secrets. 
It’s a little bit like [David Leavitt’s] 
The Lost Language of Cranes in 
that it has a father and son who 
are gay, and the father is re¬ 
pressed, and goes to rest stops and 
things. When I wrote it, there was 
just this voice that came to me 
and said, “Is it really possible that 
someone could grow up and their 
parents would never say any¬ 
thing?” Then I began asking, and I 
found that this is not really an un¬ 
common thing. 

It seems like there's a strong 
sense of history in your work. 
You're also working on a play 
about the Underground Railroad. 

When I was a kid,.history was 
always one of my favorite sub¬ 
jects. I’ve always had a strong 
sense even of ancient history, but 
history in a real personal way, cu¬ 
riosity about people’s lives and 
what they’ve passed on. And one 
of the powerful things about liv¬ 
ing in Rome was that incredible 
sense of multilayered reality. I’m 
really interested in personal histo¬ 
ry, and having this feeling that life 
really wasn’t so different during 
these other ages. I guess I’m al¬ 
ways interested in empathy, his¬ 
torical empathy. T 


Cyrus Cassells

Jim Nawrocki: There's a very 
strong sense of place, of Italy, in 
Beautiful Signor. How did that 
come about? 

Cyrus Cassells: I was sort of in 
the process of a divorce, a separa¬ 
tion from my partner. During that 
time I decided to take a little va¬ 
cation. A friend of mine took me 
to the Yucatan, and once I got 
back from the Yucatan, I realized 
that Boston wasn’t the world, and 
that it was time for me to look at 
the world again, so I decided to 
take a little sabbatical from teach¬ 
ing, and I chose Florence. I didn’t 
know a soul, I just thought, “I’m 
going to Florence and just hang 
out for two or three months.” So I 
went and what happened was that 
I fell in love with the country, and 
I decided to stay and live there 
and learn the language. 

There are many references in the 
book to the Troubadours and their 
tradition. One gets the sense that 
you really immersed yourself in 
that culture. 

The original title of the book 
was The Troubadours Are Still in 
Rome. I had spent a period in 
Spain and Barcelona translating 
the poetry of the Catalan poets, 
and I had gone into the Pyrenees 
and had been very charmed by it. 
It’s a very powerful, magical place 
for me, so during the course of 
the book, I retrieved some of the 
material that I had started to write 
then. I was kind of wanting to get 
into the holiness of play as well as 
sensuality in the book, since ear¬ 
lier I had always been accused of 


being a really serious person. It 
was sort of like my phase in my 
life to focus on the opposite end 
of the spectrum, which is a sense 
of play, so there’s a lot of costume 
balls, and images of childhood 
and singing. 

And yet there are some profound¬ 
ly dramatic moments in the book. 
There's an interesting section in 
your poem “The Magician-Made 
Tree," a section entitled “The 
Bargain," in which you describe a 
particularly terrifying moment 
during a trip overseas. Was that 
autobiographical? 

When I got on the plane to go 
to Italy, the friend of mine that 


very badly. It’s where the cliches 
come in and the thinking kind of 
stops, but I made this little bar¬ 
gain with God that if I lived, I 
would write these love poems 
[laughs]. 

Were there other inspirations for 
the book? 

My initial inspiration for the 
book is really that I grew up 
studying Spanish. One of my fa¬ 
vorite books when I was growing 
up was Blatero y Yo by Juan 
Ramon Jiminez, who won the 
Nobel Prize. It’s a book of prose 
poems to his donkey; it’s all about 
his love for his donkey. So I 
thought to myself, I want to write 


my life at once to AIDS, and I 
wrote about that in Soul. At the 
same time I found, when I was in 
another country, a strong sense of 
hope and wanting to focus on the 
beauty of life and the potential for 
beauty. I wanted [Beautiful Sign¬ 
or] to be a kind of Valentine book, 
a sort of honeymoon book, and 
about the light part of life, and I 
felt like I needed that after wit¬ 
nessing my friends dying, and the 
whole crisis that we went through 
in the ’80s. I was really hungering 
for this sense of tenderness. 

You mentioned earlier that you 
believe many writers handle sex 
and eroticism very poorly, and 
that caused you some hesitation 


I think people tend to write about love and sex very 
badly. It's where the cliches come in and the thinking 
kind of stops. Writing love poems was off-putting. 


had taken me to the Yucatan gave 
me a little booklet of Shake¬ 
speare’s love sonnets. During the 
transatlantic flight, we had really 
terrible turbulence, and I thought 
I was going to die. That really 
happened, and that’s the source of 
the book. It’s a funny story when I 
tell people. I’m clutching Shake¬ 
speare’s love sonnets thinking, “I 
just want to live to write about 
love!” And you know it’s not that 
I hadn’t experienced love, but the 
thought of writing love poems 
was just sort of off-putting to me 
— it was not something I wanted 
to do. I was always encouraging 
my students, saying, “Oh try this 
and try that,” but I was really 
afraid, because I think people 
tend to write about love and sex 


something that has the tenderness 
of Blatero, and is episodic, a book 
that is all tenderness and is totally 
unwavering. So that was one of 
the inspirations, and of course 
there were Shakespeare’s love son¬ 
nets. The Song of Songs was the 
other really big inspiration, and 
then at the very end, I got inter¬ 
ested in Rumi and the whole no¬ 
tion of the Beloved. And I realized 
that the Beloved was what I want¬ 
ed to convey in Beautiful Signor. I 
got the fUtrase “beautiful signor” 
from my friend Aaron Schurin. 

How important are gay themes to 
you as a writer? How have they 
informed your work? 

In 1992,1 lost four people in 


in dealing with it in your own 
work. Beautiful Signor is clearly 
a departure from that. 

Part of my not wanting to 
write about sex [earlier] was that I 
just felt like it was too graphic, 
and that was not where I wanted 
to go. I definitely was trying to do 
something different in this book. I 
wanted it to be erotic without 
being explicit. I also wanted it to 
be a kind of crossover book, too. I 
wanted straight people to be able 
to enter this little temple of gay 
love and eroticism and feel like 
they could be at home in it, too. I 
didn’t want it to be so graphic that 
straight people would be like, 
“Ugh, there it is, those cocks wav¬ 
ing again.” Part of it for me was 
wanting to reclaim that romantic 
tradition for the community, to 
say, “Hey, wait a second, we’re ro¬ 
mantic, too!” We don’t get much 
credit for that part of ourselves, 
but it’s really there, and it’s very 
much alive. So I found myself 
reaching back into Western tradi¬ 
tions to find the roots of romantic 
poetry itself. 

What was your reaction to win¬ 
ning the Lambda Literary Award? 

I’m not a writer who was par¬

‘Lesbian Nuns’ author returns 
with lesbian Girl Scouts

On My Honor: Lesbians Reflect 
on Their Scouting Experience by 
Nancy Manahan; Madwoman 
Press, $18.95 

our smiling Girl Scouts look 

up at me from Nancy Man- 
II ahan’s T-shirt. One girl is 
Asian, two are Caucasian, and one 
is African American. The caption 
reads “Strength in Diversity (circa 
1948).” 

At first, the date of the photo¬ 
graph doesn’t sink in. Then im¬ 
ages slowly reel past my internal 
movie screen. Civil rights march¬ 
es, voter registration, Martin 
Luther King’s “I Have a Dream” 
speech — all these mileposts in 
the struggle for justice happened 
long after 1948. The Girl Scouts of 
the U.S.A. took a stand early. 

Now they face another issue of 
civil rights, and Nancy Manahan’s 
new book, On My Honor: Lesbians 
Reflect on Their Scouting Experi¬ 
ence, offers the insights of thirty- 
two lesbian scouts to guide their 
path. 

“I’m happy that the Girl 
Scouts’ stand on sexual orienta¬ 
tion is different from the Boy 
Scouts’ stand,” says Manahan. 
“The Boy Scouts openly discrim¬ 
inate against gay administrators, 
gay troop leaders, and gay youth. 
The Girl Scouts, on the other 
hand, state that they do not dis¬ 
criminate against lesbians, and 
that sexual orientation is not an 
issue. They require appropriate 
behavior from all adults. Sexual 
displays of any kind are not toler¬ 
ated, nor is advocacy of any par¬ 
ticular lifestyle. 

“This was a progressive stand 
in 1980, one that required great 
courage in an organization whose 
funding comes from community 
agencies like United Way and 
whose meeting places are often 
donated by churches. Now, how¬ 
ever, eighteen years later, I believe 
it is time the Girl Scouts take a 
leadership role in the primary 
civil rights issue of our time: so¬ 
cial justice for lesbian, gay, bisexu¬ 
al, and transgendered people. I 
hope this book encourages Girl 
Scouts of the U.S.A. to take the 
next steps — for example, to add 
sexual orientation in their non¬ 
discrimination policy, to apolo¬ 
gize for any homophobic discrim¬ 
ination in the past, and to do in¬ 
tensive diversity training on sexu¬ 
al orientation for administrators 
and troop leaders.” 

Although the national organi¬ 
zation does not include sexual 
orientation in its non-discrimina¬ 
tion policy, 22 (of 320) Girl Scout 
councils do. 

All-girl environment 

“I love the Girl Scouts,” Nancy 
says frankly. “Girl Scouting em¬ 
powers girls and helps them de¬ 
velop self-confidence, a social 
conscience, a volunteer commit¬ 
ment, and an awareness of diver¬ 
sity. Girls learn good communi¬ 
cation skills, leadership skills, and 
democratic group process. They 
flourish in an all-girl environment 
with strong women role models 
who encourage them to be all they 
can be. In fact, an amazing 64% of 
women listed in Who’s Who in 
American Women were once Girl 


Scouts.” 

Nancy stresses that it is only 
logical for an organization in the 
business of empowering girls and 
women to move beyond its dis- 
empowering “don’t ask, don’t tell” 
policy on sexual orientation. 

This is not the first time Nancy 
has been on the front lines of the 
lesbian liberation movement. She 
has taught at community colleges 
where she has been the only out 
lesbian faculty. In 1985, she and 
Rosemary Curb co-edited Lesbian 
Nuns: Breaking Silence, which ap¬ 
peared on several bestseller lists 
and has been published in seven 
languages. 

Being on the front lines means 
answering homophobic, ignorant 
or hostile questions. I asked 
Nancy what the most irritating 
question has been and how she 
wishes she could have answered it. 

“I dread being asked, ‘If the 
Girl Scouts allow lesbians to be 
troop leaders and camp coun¬ 
selors, won’t they recruit girls to 
become lesbians, too?’ 

“I’d love to say, ‘I can’t believe 
you said that! It reveals such 
abysmal ignorance and unexam¬ 
ined stereotypes.’ 

“Of course I don’t say that. I 
tell them that since between two 
and ten percent of the population 
is homosexually oriented, of the 
fifty million Americans who have 
been Girl Scouts, between one 
and five million have been les¬ 
bians. Girl Scouts needs to serve 
that population, as well as the girls 
who have friends, sisters, daugh¬ 
ters, cousins, and moms who are 

gay” 

On My Honor lets thirty-two 
former and present Girl Scouts 
and one former Campfire Girl tell 
their own stories in four sections. 
“Empowerment” contains inspir¬ 
ing stories of girls discovering na¬ 
ture, female strength, and lesbian 
role models in Girl Scouting. 
“Fulfillment” showcases women 
who embody that empowerment 
in their current lives as activists, 
innovators, and leaders. The third 
section, “Disillusionment,” docu¬ 
ments heartbreaking instances of 
discrimination — both homo- 
phobic and racist. The final sec¬ 
tion, “Integration and Accep¬ 
tance,” celebrates stories of Girl 
Scout acceptance of lesbian mem¬ 
bers and of lesbians’ success in in¬ 
tegrating their families and their 
worklife. 

Goosebump-giving 

I have many favorite pieces in 
this book: “All I Really Need to 
Know about Being a Lesbian I 
Learned at Girl Scout Camp” 
makes me laugh out loud. Mana¬ 
han’s “A Letter of Reconciliation I 
Wish Girl Scouts of the U.S.A. 
Would Write” gives me goose- 
bumps when I think of the heal¬ 
ing it offers scouts hurt by 
GSUSA. “Testimony” by Kristen 
Renn inspires me. Turning the 
pain of rejection by the Girl 
Scouts into power, she testified 
before the Rhode Island state leg¬ 
islature, which helped that body 
pass a bill banning discrimination 
on the basis of sexual orientation 
for the whole state. And of course, 
what could be more romantic 
than two scout counselors falling 
in love at the Girls Scouts’ Our 
Chalet in Switzerland, then living 
happily ever after when a letter 



from the Chalet committee mem¬ 
bers testified to their being a cou¬ 
ple so that the American scout 
could obtain a residence visa to 
live with her Norwegian lover? 


Throughout the book, it is 
clear how much lesbians have 
given to the Girl Scouts, and how 
much scouting has given them. 
Nancy tells a story about the 


Berkeley Women’s Health Collec¬ 
tive: they discovered that “amidst 
all the differences in age, class, 
ethnicity, regional background, 
religion, and sexual orientation of 
collective members, they had one 
thing in common: everyone at the 
meeting had been a Girl Scout.” 

I ask Nancy if there is anything 
former Girl Scouts can do to help 
the organization now. “You can be 
a member; you can let the nation¬ 
al organization and your local 
council know that you will sup¬ 
port them if they take a more pro¬ 
active stance against discrimina¬ 
tion based on sexual orientation. 
You can be out yourself in every 
way you can. Educate family, 
friends, co-workers, and govern¬ 
ment representatives. Participate 
in whatever GLBT political action 
you choose. And most important¬ 
ly, let your unique light shine so 
that more and more people can 
see that it’s not just Martina 
Navratilova who is admirable and 
Ellen Morgan who is lovable. All 
of us are admirable and lovable, 
including the millions of lesbians 
worldwide who are members of 
the Girl Scouts today.” ▼

E ven with repertory houses and 
film festivals offering up fairly 
regular doses of films by and 
about queers, too few venues exist for 
the showing of independent experi¬ 
mental films, including those by our 
L/G/B/T/Q brothers and sisters. 

A partial remedy for this short¬ 
coming is now at hand. Each Tuesday 
of the month, El Rio Bar & Patio in the 
Mission is presenting Outdoor Cine¬ 
ma, featuring independent films 
shown in the courtyard, projected 
onto a screen hung between a lemon 
tree and a fig tree. 

Here's a place where you can sip 
margaritas, cuddle with your boyfriend 
or girlfriend on the enormous rug un¬ 
derneath the stars (do bring a blanket or 
extra layers just in case the wind whips 
up), and enjoy selected short films. 

This Tuesday, co-curator and local 
filmmaker Cathy Lee-Crane presents 
“Queer Inovators,” a program of six 
short films from the 22nd San Fran¬ 
cisco International Lesbian and Gay 
Film Festival.

George Kuchar’s “Hold Me While 
I’m Naked” casts Kuchar in the role of 
a director making a straight a porn- 
film, giving us a queer take on how 
heterosexuals “do it.” 

Su Friedrich’s “Gently Down the 
Stream” taps into her dreams (14 in 
all) and creates a visceral landscape 
out of them. 

Marlon Riggs’ “Anthem,” offers an 
erotic montage of gay African Ameri¬ 
can men, set to a hip-hop soundtrack. 

John Killacky’s and Steve Grandell’s 
“Stolen Shadows” delivers an elegiac 
meditation on loss in the age of AIDS, 
stylized in the tradition of Derek Jar¬ 
man. Killacky, by the way, is executive 
director of the Yerba Buena Center for 
the Arts. 

Jenifer Reeves’ award winning 
“Chronic” conveys the jagged emo¬ 
tions of a troubled young woman’s life.

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Crimes against syntax 

Cat got your 
tongue?

Killing at the Cat by Carlene 
Miller; New Victoria, $10.95 

iv. :: ; on’t know why. Annoyed by 
l: it really. Sentence after sen¬ 

tence missing subjects. Hap¬ 
pens with every character. Set in 
Florida. Maybe not enough nouns 
there. Wanted it to stop. Continued 
all the way through. Ugh. 

If the missing subjects were the 
only problem with Killing at the 
Cat, it would still be an irritating 
novel, but there are many, many 
more problems with Carlene 
Miller’s foray into mystery fiction. 
Our hero is a dim bulb named 
Lexy who quit the teaching biz to 
become a reporter. We know she’s 
a teacher because when another 
character makes a grammatical 
error, she corrects it, or thinks 
about correcting it, or is accused 
by some other character of want¬ 
ing to correct it. The folks that 
people this excuse for a mystery 
speak with impeccable grammar 
almost all the time, so the few 
mistakes are both blatant and un¬ 
characteristic. Lexy never points 
out the missing subjects, however, 
presumably because she’s guilty of 
that particular crime against syn¬ 
tax herself. 

When a woman universally 
hated by gay and straight people 
everywhere is found murdered at 
the local dyke bar called The Cat 
(see title), Lexy, who found the 
body, asks her editor to be as¬ 
signed to the story because it’s 
likely that some friend or ac¬ 
quaintance is the killer. Maybe it’s 
different in Florida, but around 
here, involvement on that deep a 
level would get a reporter yanked 
from the story, lest objectivity be 
compromised, which, of course, it 
is. Lexy manages to convince the 
cops that telling a reporter top-se¬ 
cret police information is a good 
idea, even though they know that 
she is withholding information to 



protect her friends. 

Characters are introduced, de¬ 
scribed at great length in terms of 
clothing and hair-color, then as¬ 
signed one stereotypical charac¬ 
teristic and set adrift. Miller falls 
into the novice writer trap of de¬ 
scribing in detail every single 
scene, outfit, and hairstyle, but we 
are rarely told why that informa¬ 
tion is important, so its inclusion 
serves only to fill pages and exas¬ 
perate the reader. Sub-plots are 
dropped into the narrative, and 
dropped altogether without reso¬ 
lution, again suggesting that filling 
pages was the primary motivation 
for all of the pointless detail. 

Someone must have told 
Miller that an author must men¬ 
tion each suspect the same num¬ 
ber of times as every other suspect 
in order to keep the reader guess¬ 
ing until the very last page. Un¬ 
fortunately, there are so many sus¬ 
pects that Miller’s even-handed- 
ness merely means that the novel 
is a hundred pages longer than it 
needs to be. On the way to solving 
the mystery, and exonerating all 
her good friends at the same time, 
Lexy talks about the problems of 
pain management for the termi¬ 
nally ill at some length. There is, I 
suspect, an essay about that very 
topic lurking somewhere in Miller 
psyche. What a shame she chose 
to waste that information in a 
dreary novel not worth a moment 
of anyone’s time. T

It 
sets high technology versus 19th- 
Century whaling technology. I’m 
interested in tracing the idea of 
control. People use home systems 
to somehow get more control, 
and they’re at the mercy of this 
technology.” 

Regarding the wave of corpo¬ 
rate mergers in the technology, 
communications, and finance 
worlds: “It’s a greed festival of 
people trying to own this brave 
new world. 

“I love computers, I use them 
all the time. The thing I like to do 
live, my effort is to get away from 
the rectangle, because I’m always 


looking at the computer screen. 
So in my performances, nothing 
has edges. Even the frame of the 
stage. There’s odd mental jump- 
cuts all over the place. 

“The big difference between 
the new project and my previous 
work is there are three actors in it! 
I don’t like theatre — it gives me 
the creeps.” 

Why Moby Dick? “What I love 
about the book — when you try 
to tell the story in film, it comes 
off as,‘Guys go fishing!’ 

“I don’t know if you saw that 
Moby Dick on cable a few months 
ago? Patrick Stewart was Ahab, 
and he did all these over-the-top 
Shakespearean monologues: ‘I am 
darkness leaping out of light!’ I’m 
interested in that contrast be¬ 
tween the grittiness of being on a 
whale ship, and looking for some¬ 
thing you want, knowing that it 
will kill you. 

“And everyone dies in the end, 
of course, except Ishmael, who is 
left to tell the tale... Ishmael always 
reminds me of the nerd in the 
back of the rock ’n’ roll tour bus, 
you know, who’s busy writing 
down everything people say, and 
will come out with the book 
later.”
